Needed: Strong FPPC commissioners 


“The story Willie Brown couldn’t kill: It is no 
longer a mystery why Willie Brown, the Legislature 
and the FPPC tried to keep secret the Vicencia 
files. Those files show how Brown’s aide 
influenced the FPPC and entangled the watchdog 
agency with the very politicians it was created to 
monitor,”’ 

— Bay Guardian headline, Sept. 9, 1987 


California Fair Political Practices Commis- 

sion has been systematically allowing the 
Vicencias and the Willie Browns to knock gaping 
holes in the state’s Political Reform Act of 1974. 

In its first time out in a big case, the FPPC caved 
in to the Democratic political establishment in 
1977-78 and failed to prosecute properly San Fran- 
cisco Supervisor Robert Mendelsohn, even though 
it had nailed down a big money-laundering scheme 
involving Mendelsohn. The FPPC never had much 
real political credibility or clout after that. 

With the Frank Vicencia case in 1986-87, the 
FPPC sank to a new low. It refused to go after a 
well-documented political corruption case in- 
volving Assemblyman Frank Vicencia, then tried 
to cover its tracks by sponsoring legislation to keep 
secret the incriminating investigative records. 

When the Mercury News forced the FPPC to 
open its files in litigation, the reason the FPPC 
fought so ferociously to keep them secret became 
immediately apparent. The files contained clear 
evidence that the FPPC, as the Sept. 9, 1987 Bay 
Guardian put it, “chad compromised its integrity 
and independence by violating its own procedures 
to involve the speaker’s staff in its investigation.”’ 

Specifically, we pointed out, the FPPC had al- 
lowed William Cavala, a key Brown aide who is not 
a lawyer, to sit in on discussions between the agen- 
cy’s investigators and Vicencia and his attorney, 
had kept Cavala apprised throughout the investi- 
gation and had shared with Cavala sensitive details 
of a meeting with federal prosecutors investigating 
Vicencia. Later, the Mercury News disclosed that 
Cavala had been involved in compromising at least 
four FPPC investigations, often working closely 
with Roger Brown, the former FPPC enforcement 


A S BAY GUARDIAN readers well know, the 


chief who investigated the Vicencia case. 

The FPPC has given no indication that it has re- 
pented or is about to be reformed without a fight 
and a cleanup at the top. 

That’s why the impending appointments of 
FPPC commissioners — by Attorney General 
John Van de Kamp, Secretary of State March Fong 
Eu and Controller Grey Davis — are so important. 

The FPPC, let us recall, is the state’s top political 
watchdog. It is charged with enforcing and inter- 
preting the Political Reform Act, which includes 
most of the state’s legal provisions pertaining to con- 
flict of interest, campaign financing and lobbying — 
in short, the level of political corruption in 
Sacramento and wherever politicians and their ma- 
jor donors interact throughout the state. 

Who can do the job? We checked with Common 
Cause’s Walter Zelman, who is calling for commis-’ 
sioners who can ‘‘take tough enforcement,”’ but 
“be politically neutral’’ without necessarily having 
“strictly non-partisan backgrounds.’’ But he is 
publicly putting up no names. 

We would favor attorneys like Bob Stern, a 
former FPPC general counsel, or Jim Wheaton, 
director of the Center for Public Interest Law in 
San Francisco. Or Sue Hestor, the Media 
Alliance’s Utterly Reliable Source for 1988. 

Or perhaps a new category, such as hard-nosed 
newspaper people like Richard Bergholz, former 
Los Angeles Times political reporter, or Norwin 
Yoffie, retired publisher of the San Rafael 
Independent-Journal. Or Bill Bennett, of the state 
Board of Equalization. But we’re beginning to 
dream, because we doubt that if Ed Koupal of 
People’s Lobby, the man responsible for the post- 
Watergate initiative creating the FPPC, were still 
alive, any of the nominators would seriously 
consider putting him up. 

In any event, let’s hold out for some tough, 
politically savvy but independent, public-spirited 
citizens who are ready to take on this job of 
reforming the FPPC. 

And let’s make certain that Van de Kamp, Eu 
and Davis realize how critical the public considers 
these four-year FPPC appointments — and let’s 
hold them accountable at election time. 


SFUSD: Bad marks for censorship 


Cortines’s decision to release The Potrero 

Hill Beat literary magazine to students and 
parents at Potrero Hill Middle School has appar- 
ently resolved a major crisis in the school district. 
But in the wake of the storm created Jan. 26th 
when Cortines decided to censor the publication, a 
flurry of critical problems remains. 

Cortines apparently backed down in the face of 
mounting opposition in the press and at the school. 
The publication’s banning made the front pages of 
both the Chronicle and the Examiner, Bill Mandel 
and Rob Morse both attacked the move in their 
columns and the Freedom of Information Com- 
mittee of the Society of Professional Journalists 
had requested a copy of the Beat as a prelude to 
writing a letter of opposition. At the school, 
students were angry and disappointed and teachers 
had filed a grievance through their union alleging 
unfair censorship. 

Cortines told the Bay Guardian he had withheld 
the magazine originally because he had done a lot 
to upgrade Potrero Hill’s reputation and the Beat 
did not reflect those changes. ‘‘A lot of people still 
say they don’t want to go to that school,”’ he said, and 
the magazine ‘‘did not put our best foot forward.”’ 

Perhaps, but those comments reflect a greater 
concern for the Beat’s role outside the school than 
for its role inside the classroom. Potrero Hill Prin- 
cipal Sam Rodriguez went even further: The publi- 
cation, he told the Bay Guardian, is a public rela- 
tions tool, not an educational tool. Cortines, in a 
similiar vein, has called the Beat a ‘‘department 
document,’ not a student newspaper, and labeled 
the First Amendment issue a ‘‘smokescreen.”’ 

If that’s the truth, perhaps someone should tell

the students that they are in school to promote, not 
to learn, that they have labored in the name of 
copywriting, not literature. Perhaps someone 
should tell the teachers that their primary goal is to 
sharpen the school’s image, not the student’s 
minds. And perhaps someone should ask Bechtel 
Group, which paid $2,800 to print the magazine 
under the Partnership in Education program, 
whether it knew its money was going to public rela- 
tions, not public education. 

But that’s not the message the district is giving 
out. In a memo distributed with the magazine, 
Rodriguez wrote: ‘‘Building the creative and ex- 
pressive skills of our students is a major goal of our 
school. We believe the creation of a literary maga- 
zine is a step in [that] direction.”’ 

The simple fact of the matter is that the Beat isa 
student literary magazine and, as such, it is pro- 
tected by the First Amendment and California laws 
protecting students rights of expression as much as 
a student newspaper. This is a First Amendment 
issues, a censorship issue and a freedom of expres- 
sion issue. 

By threatening to withhold the magazine, 


’ Cortines and Rodriguez are teaching students that 


the Constitution and state and federal laws don’t 
count, that their experiences and the issues that 
concern them don’t count and that their writings 
don’t count unless they meet the seemingly 
arbitrary needs of adults. 

We wish Cortines future success in presenting a 
broader, more widely accepted view of Potrero 
Hill Middle School, but he must find a way to do so 
without subverting the learning process, ignoring 
the life experiences and denying the constitutional 
rights of students who are already there.

DETROIT FOES 
OF NEWSPAPER 


MERGER APPEAL 


COURT DECISION 


OPPONENTS of a proposed merger 
between Detroit’s two daily newspapers 
have announced that they will ask a 
federal court to reconsider a ruling that 
would allow the merger to proceed. 

On Jan. 27th, a three-judge panel of the 
Washington, D.C.-based Court of 
Appeals ruled 2-1 against the merger’s 
opponents and lifted a four-month stay 
that had prevented the two papers, the 
News and Free Press, from combining all 
business and advertising functions under a 
joint operating agreement. 

The two newspapers subsequently an- 
nounced Jan. 29th at a Sunday night press 
conference that they would begin com- 
bining their business functions on Feb. 6th. 

However, lawyers for Public Citizen, a 
Ralph Nader-led public interest firm, an- 
nounced at a Washington press conference 
Jan. 30th that they will ask the entire nine- 
member court before Feb. 3rd to reconsider 
the panel’s decision. Public Citizen is 
representing Michigan Citizens for an 
Independent Press, a coalition of consumer 
advocates, smaller newspapers, politicians 
and advertisers opposed to the JOA. 

Public Citizen spokesman Bob Dreyfuss 
told the Bay Guardian the group will also 
ask the court to issue a new stay until it 
can rule on the matter. 

Michigan state Senator John Kelly, a 
leading opponent of the Detroit joint 
operating agreement, told the Bay 
Guardian the merger’s opponents are en- 
couraged by ‘“‘an extraordinarily strong 
and excellent’’ dissenting opinion issued by 
Judge Ruth B. Ginsburg. 

Ginsburg’s opinion relied heavily on 
conclusions reached by the Justice 
Department’s Antitrust Division and an 
administrative law judge appointed by 
former Attorney General Edwin Meese. 
According to testimony delivered during 
extensive hearings before ALJ Morton 
Needleman, Knight-Ridder Inc., owner of 
the Free Press, and Gannett Co., owner of 
the Detroit News, had agreed to seek a 
JOA before Gannett purchased the News. 
The two papers have since competed vic- 
iously by slashing prices and discounting 
ads. During this decade they have, by their 
own reports, lost $100 million. 

However, as Ginsburg explained in her 
opinion, neither paper has achieved 
market dominance and the paper they 
have declared to be “‘failing,’’ the News, is 
not in a ‘‘downward spiral.”’ Papers must , 
normally establish the existence of a down- 
ward spiral before the attorney general 
May approve a joint operating agreement 
and exempt newspapers from federal 
antitrust laws under the terms of the 1970 
Newspaper Preservation Act. 

Ginsburg, in her opinion, said that by 
overruling both the Antitrust Division and 
Needleman and approving the JOA, 
Meese did not act in accordance with the 
wishes of Congress. ‘‘I have grave doubts 
whether the attorney general properly per- 
formed in this instance the braking 
function Congress envisioned for him,’’ 
she stated. 

She said the newspapers’ losses were the 
product of an “‘artificial situation” created 


by the two chains to collect on ‘‘the 
attorney general’s promise of that large 
pot of gold.”’ She added: “‘I remain unper- 
suaded that, with passage of the News- 
paper Preservation Act, Congress opened 
the door to this sort of self-serving, 
competition-quieting arrangement.’’ 

In the majority opinion, however, Judge 
Laurence H. Silberman called Meese’s 
decision to approve the JOA a “‘reason- 
able’’ interpretation of the act. The act 
requires that the failing newspaper exhibit 
“‘probable danger of financial failure,’”’ 
Silberman ruled, and “‘the exact meaning 
of the imprecise phrase. . .is not 
apparent from the statute or the legislative 
history.”’ 

Kelly, who is an attorney, told the Bay 
Guardian the court decision hinged on 
whether the courts should review waivers 
issued by administrative agencies. The 
majority was more concerned with 
whether it has cause to review Meese’s 
decision, he said, than with the validity of 
the JOA opponent’s arguments that 
exempting the two newspapers from 
existing antitrust laws would harm the 
local community. ‘“We’ve never really had 
a good decision that will lay our minds to 
rest,’’ he said. 

The San Francisco Chronicle, which has 
a joint operating agreement with the 
Examiner, carried an 11-paragraph United 
Press International account of the court 
decision on page A4 of its Jan. 28th 
edition. But that story did not mention or 
quote from Ginsburg’s dissenting opinion 
— nor did any of the other UPI stories 
obtained by the Bay Guardian. By con- 
trast, The Wall Street Journal quoted both 
Ginsburg and Kelly in its Jan. 30th story. 
The Examiner did not cover the decision.

BOXER, PELOSI 
WANT THE ARMY, 
BUT VOTERS SAID 
NO IN 1978 


A TEN-YEAR-OLD San Francisco policy 
statement urging the federal government 
to spend its money for peaceful jobs and 
services and not for military purposes has 
apparently been lost amid all the lamenting 
over the proposed closure of the Presidio 
Army Base. 

By arguing to maintain the Presidio as a 
military base, the city’s congressional dele- 
gation, Congresswomen Barbara Boxer 
and Nancy Pelosi, have not only placed 
themselves in the rather awkward position 
for liberals of opposing cuts in the bloated 
Defense Department budget, they have 
gone against the wishes of the voting 
public they claim to represent. 

Proposition V, a policy declaration that 
passed with approximately 60 percent of 
the vote in the November 1978 election, 
states that “‘the People of the City and 
County of San Francisco demand that the 
Federal Government cease spending our 
tax money for wasteful military purposes, 
and instead use it to provide the jobs and 
services our people so desperately need, 
thereby creating jobs for peace by cutting 
the military budget.’’ 

Attorney Mike Miller, who wrote the 
proposition, told the Bay Guardian the 
measure was a response to Howard 
Jarvis’s Proposition 13, which cut tax 
revenues for cities across the state. ‘“‘We 
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put it on the ballot to point out to people 
where government money was being spent, 
both nationally and locally,’’ he told the 
Bay Guardian. 

Miller noted that support for the 
measure was widespread. ‘‘Everybody and 
his brother supported and endorsed the 
measure,”’ he said. 

Miller said Boxer is familiar with the 
policy statement. ‘‘I told her about it when 
she ran for Congress in 1982,’’ he said. 

Boxer and Pelosi could not be reached 
for comment by press time. 

By encouraging continued military 
spending at the Presidio, Boxer and 
Pelosi are contradicting the intent of 
the measure, but their actions are not il- 
legal, since Prop. V was only a 
“declaration of policy.’’ Chief Assistant 
City Attorney Buck Delventhal told the 
Bay Guardian the issue had been raised 
before. ‘‘We’ve issued several opinions on 
this type of matter, and we have found 
that such policy declarations are not 
binding,”’ he said. 

Along with Prop. V, similar policy dec- 
larations have been passed by voters op- 
posing U.S. intervention in El Salvador and 
the presence of nuclear weapons in the city. 

Miller said the fact that local politicians 
blithely ignore voter sentiment in the form 
of policy declarations disturbed him. ‘‘I 
guess this shows how much impact a voter 
referendum has on the ongoing policy of 
the city,’’ he said. 

Saul Bloom, director of the Arms Con- 
trol Research Center, raised another issue 
for the two congresswoman who inherited 
the legacy of two of the nation’s most 
staunch and effective liberal politicians. 
‘‘When you look at the record of both 
Phil and Sala Burton, who believed that 
San Francisco should have as little military 
here as possible, could you imagine either 
of them taking the position we are now 
seeing advocated?”’ 

Bloom said voters are not likely to meet 
this latest attempt to keep the military in 
the city enthusiastically. ‘When you look 
at the votes in San Francisco — Prop. V, 
the El Salvador initiative, the Nuclear 
Freeze and Harry Britt’s election to the 
presidency of the Board of Supervisors — 
it seems to indicate that the people of San 
Francisco still agree with Phil and Sala.”

COLLEGE BOARD 
MAKES MEETINGS 
MORE ACCESSIBLE 


THE SAN Francisco Community College 
board took two significant but belated 
steps to make itself more accessible to the 
public, staff, students and media at its last 
meeting. 

The board agreed Jan. 24th to use noti- 
fication forms for its closed sessions that 
are patterned after the San Francisco 
Police Commission’s forms and list expli- 
citly what topics are to be discussed and 
what exemptions to the Ralph M. Brown 
Open Meetings Act are being cited to 
justify the closed session. 

The new format goes far beyond past 
SFCCD closed-session notices, which had 
merely listed the time and place of the 
closed session without any information 
concerning the topics of discussion. 

Public records experts argue that de- 
tailed, careful listings of closed-session dis- 
cussions are not only required by the 
Brown Act, but also effectively deter dis- 
cussions that are not permitted in closed 
sessions. 

The Community College Board’s 
decision to notice more clearly its closed 
sessions comes after years of numerous — 
and, some experts argue, illegal — closed 
meetings in which many substantive policy 
decisions concerning the district were 
made with little or no public input. 

In other action, the board also moved to 
change the day on which regularly sche- 
duled board meetings are held, from 
Tuesdays to Thursdays. This will serve to 
bring the district’s meetings out from the 
shadow of the San Francisco Unified 
School District’s Tuesday night board 
meetings and allow greater attendance by 
the public and the media. 

In the last five meetings, dating back to 
September, only reporters from the Bay 
Guardian and the Guardsman, the campus 
newspaper, have attended meetings.

Rec-Park’s high fastball on the budget 


The San Francisco Recreation and Park Commission 

has unexpectedly canceled its Feb. 6th public 

hearing on proposed cuts in the department’s budget — 
cuts that will eliminate a substantial segment of youth 
sports programs, close the Harvey Milk Photography Lab, 
the Mission Swimming Pool, the Sharon Arts Studio and 
eliminate many of the recreational directors who supervise 
youth activities. 

Rec and Park is proposing a $1.3 million budget 
cutback, and according to community activists, the cuts 
come primarily from recreational programs, as opposed to 
park maintenance. Also, Candlestick Park, the DeYoung 
Museum and the California Academy of Sciences are 
apparently not facing any budget cutbacks or proposed fee 
increases. 

Community activist Calvin Welch told the Bay Guard- 
ian the cuts were ‘‘astounding”’ and represent a long- 
established tradition in Rec-Park management. ‘‘This is a 
tradition that goes back to when the two departments were 
merged,”’ he said. ‘Back then, the recreation people 
opposed the merger because they feared that they would 
get the short end of the stick.”’ 

Greg Gaar, a community activist with the Haight 
Ashbury Neighborhood Council, told the Bay Guardian 
that while Candlestick, the DeYoung and the Academy of 
Sciences have been spared from fee hikes, many of the 
smaller facilities have already been hit with substantial fee 
increases. ‘“The Harvey Milk photo lab went from $20a 
year to $200 last year,’’ he said. “Membership dropped 
off from 1,100 people to 500. Now it seems they want to 
close it because less people are using it.’’ 

A preliminary list of program cuts shows 12 separate 
facilities will be closed if the Rec-Park budget cuts are 
implemented, including nine playgrounds. 

A special public hearing will be held ‘‘sometime be- 
tween Feb. 16th and March Ist’’ according to Rec-Park 
staff. For more details as they develop, call 558-4773 
(Rec and Park). 


Feinstein’s Chinatown legacy 
THE BOARD OF Permit Appeals will conduct a Feb. 8th 
public hearing on whether to grant a permit to Taldan Invest- 
ment for a 14-15-story tower in a Chinatown neighborhood 
consisting mostly of two- and three-story buildings. 
Approval of the project was granted by the Planning 
Commission on Dec. 3, 1987, under questionable 
circumstances. The commission, after telling housing 
activists and community groups that the issue would not 
be discussed or acted on, voted to approve the project at 
midnight, with no members of the opposition present. 
This was the second-to-last meeting of Dianne Feinstein’s 
Planning Commission. 
Project opponents argue that it will force the 
eviction of tenants in low- and moderate-income housing 
units. Taldan Investments plans to build 99 units into its 


project near Clay and Powell streets, 77 of which would be 
market-rate condominiums. The other 22 would be 
market-rate rental units. At the same time, 12 units of 
affordable housing would be demolished on the site. ‘The 
affordable housing on the site would not be replaced,”’ 
Brad Paul, a planner for the Chinatown Resource Center, 
told the Bay Guardian. 

Paul also raised another problem with the project’s 
approval. ‘‘Notification of such a project is required by 
law to be sent to any residences within 300 feet of the 
project,’’ he said. ‘‘Two different streets in the area were 
not sent any notification at all.”

While two new members and a new majority 
coalition sit on the board, factionalism and grandstanding 
still seem to dominate the board’s proceedings. 

The board, under the direction of new President Libby 
Denebeim, has reinstituted a committee system, under 
which various matters will be heard in front of three- 
member committees, instead of going directly before the 
entire board, but it remains to be seen whether this 
arrangement will aggravate or mitigate the board’s 
constant feuding. 

The Feb. 14th meeting will be discussed in more detail 
next week, but mark it down on your calendar as a lively, 
although potentially disturbing, demonstration of local 
politics in action. Info: 565-9000 (SFUSD offices). 


Reining in Bay dischargers 
ON FRIDAY, FEB. 3rd, Assemblyman Tom Bates will hold 
hearings on proposed legislation to allow the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board to conduct unannounced 
spot checks on companies discharging waste into the Bay. 
Under current law, Chevron, Unocal, Shell Oil and other 
companies and municipalities that discharge into the Bay 
are being asked to monitor themselves. And not surpris- 
ingly, they aren’t exactly turning themselves in in droves. 
Last year, Bates sponsored similar legislation and it 
failed in the Assembly by a single vote. A strong showing 
of public support could influence legislators’ votes when 
this bill comes before the Assembly and Senate. 9 am, 
Oakland State Building, 1111 Jackson, Assembly Room, 
first floor, Oakl.

IN JALISCO STATE, WHERE DRUGS 
AND POLITICS ARE SO _ INTER- 
TWINED THAT RESIDENTS TALK 
ABOUT THE COLOMBIANIZATION 
OF MEXICO, ALLEGED KILLERS LIKE 
RAFAEL CARO RODRIGUEZ HAVE 
BECOME THE NEW HEROES

N A SUNDAY morning 

a week before last De- 

cember’s gubernatorial 

election here, in an ex- 

clusive neighborhood 
wall-to-wall with signs of support for 
the candidate of the ruling PRI Party, 
the well-heeled residents of San Javier 
Hills went to church. 

““My eyes are open and my ears ever 
alert to the prayers which are invoked in 
this place,’’ reads the biblical quote em- 
blazoned on the whitewashed entrance 
wall of this modernistic house of wor- 
ship, and the neighborhood’s con- 
spicuous wealth — hidden through it is 
from the general rabble behind ten-foot 
walls topped by chain-link fences and 
protected by spotlights, braces of snarl- 
ing dobermans and heavily armed gun- 
sels — is a testament to San Javier’s fully 
oiled relationship with the Creator. 

Not just a few of San Javier’s former 
and current residents have risen from 
roots in city slums and threadbare 
country ranchos to the leafy heights of 
this city’s — and this nation’s — most 
powerful elite. One such citizen is 
Rafael Caro Quintero, Mexico’s most 
celebrated narcotics trafficker, whom 
U.S. narcs drool at extraditing for 
allegedly murdering Enrique 
Camarena, a Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration agent, four years ago in 
Guadalajara. 

Caro was recently dealt a 34-year 
sentence by a Mexican court for his role 
in a spectacular, 10,000-ton marijuana 
operation at Buffalo Chihuahua — a 
plot Camarena uncovered. After 
Caro’s arrest in Costa Rica one month 
after the Camarena killing, the Mex- 
ican government confiscated 17 of the 
dope dealer’s Guadalajara properties 
and five of those were in and around 
San Javier Hills. One property was 
larger than Jalisco Stadium, a venue 
for World Cup championship soccer. 


Another property seized by the feds 
was a Ford dealership just down the hill 
from San Javier where Caro Quintero 
dispensed so many jet-black Grand 
Marquises gratis to would-be pals that 
the vehicle has increasingly become the 
favorite chariot of politicians and 
capos (drug barons) from one end of 
Mexico to the other. 

One of those allegedly so favored 
with Caro’s vehicular largess was 
Guillermo Cosio, the godfather of the 
state of Jalisco’s most influential 
political family and an impresario who 
is said to have been a silent partner with 
the narcotraficante in the development 
of Guadalajara’s glitziest shopping 
mall, the Plaza Del Sol. Last Dec. 4th, 
Guillermo Cosio, a former Guadala- 
jara mayor, was elected governor of 
Jalisco in a landslide election featuring 
the most extravagant fraud the ruling 
PRI has yet perpetuated in a year in 
which Mexico’s long-running tradition 
of electoral fraud entered the realm of 
the surreal. = 

Although dwarfed by the Federal 
District (more commonly known in the 
United States as Mexico City) 450 miles 
to the south, Guadalajara — a tree- 
lined city of flowing fountains, beauti- 
ful women and approximately 3 million 
mariachi lovers — is the second-most- 
important urban entity in the Mexican 
political scorebook. That fact was 
clearly demonstrated by the un- 
precedented expense PRI went to to 
assure Cosio’s victory both here and 
throughout the state. Despite a sound 
drubbing by the right-of-center Na- 
tional Action Party during the July 
presidential election, PRI spread so 

much money and so many goons 
around Jalisco in December that 
Guillermo Cosio was able to claim 80 
percent of the vote. 

Another hint of the region’s impor- 
tance to the ruling party is newly- 
crowned President Carlos Salinas De 
Gortari’s choice of outgoing Jalisco 
Governor Enrique Alvarez Castillo as 
the new attorney general, a choice that, 
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given Rafael Caro Quintero’s rise to 
power here during the ex-governor’s 
six-year administration, has reportedly 
outraged U.S. drug enforcement hon- 
chos. According to Desperados, 
reporter Eileen Shannon’s hot-selling 
account of the Camarena killing, 
Alvarez Castillo’s state judicial police 
took 60 million pesos to allow Caro to 
fly out of Guadalajara airport en route 
to Costa Rica after the murder. 


AFAEL CARO Quintero, 

a barely literate bumpkin 

from rural Sinaloa state — 

the historical breeding 

ground for Mexico’s king- 
pin drug lords — is said to have 
amassed a fortune in excess of $28 
million before turning 30. His legen- 
dary spending and turbulent romantic 
life have become the stuff of ballads 
and snuff films. 

Cassettes of a pair of phony inter- 
views in which Caro jokes about paying 
off Mexico’s $108 billion foreign debt in 
marijuana have outsold all other com- 
edy tapes in Mexico’s history. T-shirts 
and bumper stickers the country over 
read, ‘‘I (heart) Caro Quintero.” 

Social observers agree that Caro has 
become an appropriate anti-hero for 
the nation’s disaffected youth. ‘‘Dur- 


ing the depression in the U.S., you had 
your John Dillingers and Ma Barkers. 
The crisis here has given us Caro 
Quintero,’’ says one such observer, 
Carlos Monsivais. 

Rafael Caro Quintero’s most re- 
knowned conquest during his Guadala- 
jara heyday was a debutante named 
Sara Cosio, with whom he carried ona 
stormy three-year courtship. The narco 
once kidnaped Sara in a traditional 
country-style ‘‘elopement’’ to his native 
Sinaloa. Now tongues wag that Sara 
Cosio will be rewarded for staying out of 
the limelight during her uncle’s success- 


* ful gubernatorial race with the director- 


ship of Jalisco’s federal youth authority. 
In an exclusive interview last April 
with the left-leaning PROCESO maga- 
zine, Caro spoke with reporter Ignacio 
Ramirez about his ties to the Cosios, ex- 
plaining that he often bestowed autos on 
family members. He noted that his rela- 
tionship with Guillermo Cosio and his 
brother Caesar was no secret since he 
was often seen in public at swank 
Guadalajara restaurants with them. 
The night the interview hit the 
stands, guards at Mexico City’s North- 
ern Reclusory penitentiary appeared at 
Caro Quintero’s cell door with a typed 
disclaimer for him to sign under penal- 
ty of solitary confinement. Several 








evenings in the hole, away from the ac- 
customed splendor of his own jailhouse 
digs, apparently persuaded him to sign on 
the dotted line. The published recanta- 
tion reads, in part: ‘‘At no time during 
the interview did I refer to the Cosios, 
who are very respectable people.” 

At the time of the interview, which 
Ramirez taped, Guillermo Cosio was 
secretary general of the Federal Dis- 
trict, and one of his bailiwicks was the 
district’s prison system. The director of 
the Northern Reclusory was subse- 
quently fired for allowing the reporter 
on the premises. 


HE CARO-COSIO con- 

nection is not the only hint 

that drug dealers have 

their hands in local politics 

in Jalisco. Students of re- 
cent development in Latin America 
have labeled the process ‘‘Colom- 
bianization,’’ not only because Colom- 
bians are actual players in the Guadala- 
jara game, but also because what is 
happening here and in other western 
Mexican states resembles the notorious 
penetration Colombia narcotics 
dynasties have made in that nation’s 
political structure.

Just as in Colombia, where drug 
bosses have run for and won public of- 
fice, a PRI candidate for municipal 
president in Tonaya last December 
was caught red-handed inthe mota by 
soldiers taking a shortcut through his 
huge pot plantation 50 miles south of 
Guadalajara. Although Vincente Ortiz 
immediately resigned his candidacy, a 
Telative was quickly selected to fill his 
spot. 

And just as in Colombia, where last 
January the Medillin Cartel assas- 
sinated that nation’s attorney general, 
last Oct. 25th, Robert Larrios, director 
of the Guadalajara penitentiary to 
which Caro Quintero will be returned 
once his appeals are exhausted, was 
gunned down and his body dumped 
along the highway by unknown assail- 
ants. Larrios was the second con- 
secutive Guadalajara prison director to 
be murdered in gangland style during 
the past year. 

Despite mounting evidence that the 
narcos have their fingers in the Jalisco 
political pot, former governor and now 
Attorney General Alvarez Castillo says 
he doesn’t ‘‘believe in this ‘Colom- 
bianization’ business — no matter 
what they say, our politics are clean up 
in Jalisco.”’ 

There is, however, little question 
that major Colombian drug families 
have set up Mexican franchises. Rather 
than taking over with machine guns 
blazing, U.S. Justice Department 
sources say, the Colombian cartels, 
which need Mexico as a ‘‘trampoline’’ 
to make the jump into U.S. markets 
now that the Caribbean is not quite so 
porous, have struck deals with 
Mexico’s identified 28 kingpin capos 
for landing rights, refueling and on- 
the-ground logistical support to move 
drugs northward. 

The prime location for making such 
deals has traditionally been Guadala- 
jara. As a modern city with good tele- 
phones, handy car rental agencies and 
luxury hotels, Guadalajara ‘‘is sited 
perfectly for their distribution 
system,’’ says longtime PAN politico 
Carlos Pedersen, who apparently had 
the Guadalajara mayorship stolen from 
him last December. _ 

“This is a very agreeable place to live 
and work and the political climate has 
been kind to the narcotraficantes here. 
There is a certain timidity about pur- 
suing them that makes them feel com- 
fortable here. Their presence in not 
talked about on high levels. They are tol- 
erated,’’ adds the perpetual candidate. 

Three years ago, shortly after the 
Camarena killing and the arrest of 
Caro and Ernesto Fonseca, kingpins 
like Miguel ‘‘M-1’’ Felix Gallardo, 
another Sinaloa boy, and Juan Matta 
Ballasteros (expelled by Honduras to 
the U.S. last spring) scattered north 
and south. Now it seems that the capos 
are back with a vengeance on the streets 
of Guadalajara. 

“They feel secure enough to fight it 
out here again,”’ a local talk show host 
told a U.S. reporter, citing three ap- 
parently drug-related public executions 
in a 22-day period. In 1987, 40 corpses 
bearing signs of torture were found on 
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Guadalajara streets, six of them lawyers. 
Even the Caro Quintero family has 
felt bold enough to return to the scene 
of the crime. Last Jan. 14th, Rafael’s 
younger brother was nabbed in nearby 
Zapopan harboring a ton of marijuana 
and 300 kilos of Colombian cocaine. 

Mexico’s standing as the Colombian 
cartels’ springboard to Gringoland is 
demonstrated daily here. A total of 
437 Colombians are currently lodged 
in Mexican prisons, most for commit- 
ting ‘‘crimes against health,’’ the local 
judicial euphemism for drug offenses. 
Not a day goes by that the airport 
police somewhere in Mexico do not 
discover a ‘‘mule’’ carrying drugs 
through customs. Rural Mexico is 
laced with networks of secret landing 
strips to facilitate trans-shipments to 
Texas and California. 

A gargantuan Oct. 28th haul of 
10,000 kilos of Medillin Cartel cocaine 
in a Chihuahua cave (the cartel is said 
to be responsible for 80 percent of 
U.S. imports) was just the latest find 
in a long string of big-time coke 
capers, many of which have been 
hatched in Guadalajara. 

Item: Last Jan. 31st, 11 tons of mari- 
juana, 1,000 pound of cocaine and 195 
AK-15 rifles were seized in a warehouse 
on the Arizona-Sonora border. Federal 
judicial narcs followed the trail back to 
San Javier Hills, where Colombian 
Hildebrando Sanebrea was arrested 
behind locked gates. Sanebrea was 
reportedly the Mexican representative of 
the Gonzalo Rodriguez Gacho family 
thought to be responsible for the 
assassination of Carlos Mauro, Colom- 
bia’s leading prosecutor, last January. 

Item: On Sept. 2nd, two U.S. citi- 
zens and a Colombian were arrested at 
the Guadalajara Hyatt Hotel in Plaza 
Del Sol (the hotel is said to be part of 
the Caro-Cosio investment in the mall) 
with 800 pounds of cocaine under their 
control. Apparently labbed in Michoa- 
can, the dope was on its way to San 
Jose, California. 

Item: On Oct. 2nd, 1,500 pounds of 
cocaine were located at an air drop in 
Baja California South state. Members 
of the families of both fugitive Miguel 
Felix Gallardo and Medillin leader 
Pablo Escobar were arrested on the 
scene. Authorities said the drop had 
been a substitute for a similar one a 
ranch near La Paz that was raided by 
authorities June 24th. Ata tearful press 
conference the evening of the raid, the 
state’s chief executive, Governor 
Victor Manuel Liceaga, admitted the 
ranch, El Colorado, was owned by two 
of his brothers. 

One Jose Pineda Trinidad is alleged 
to have been Medillin’s man in the El 
Colorado transaction, which involved 
five landings of 1,000 pounds of co- 


‘caine each. Pineda Trinidad is the 


owner of a Guadalajara money- 
changing house, or Casa de Cambio, 
that was reportedly turning over 
$800,000 daily. 

Baja California South is not the only 
state in Mexico in which governors have 
been linked to drug deals. Gilberto 
Ocana, brother of ex-Sonora Governor 
Samuel Ocana, was arrested at his 
marijuana plantation in the state’s 
sierra on Oct. 30, 1986. 

Antonio Toledo Corro, the illiberal 
ex-governor of neighboring Sinaloa, is 


said to be related to the still-absent 
Felix Gallardo, to whom he reportedly 
gave refuge after the Camarena killing. 
Toledo Corro’s Las Cabras hacienda 
abuts that of a narcotraficante whose 
name translates as ‘‘Crazy Pig,”’ a ma- 
jor figure in Sinaloa opium produc- 
tion. Ever since the 1940s, when U.S. 
pharmaceutical firms leased acreage in 
the Culiacan Valley for wartime opium 
production, Sinaloa has been the 
brown heroin mecca of Mexico. 


INKING TOP-LEVEL Mex- 

ican officials to the drug 

trade is a popular, albeit 

malevolent, social game in 

this nation’s press. Colum- 
nist Jack Anderson’s misstated allega- 
tion that ex-President Miguel De la 
Madrid’s cousin was heavily involved 
in trafficking still raises ripples in 
government circles. Last May, a con- 
victed Caro Quintero associate told an 
Arizona grand jury that outgoing Mex- 
ican Secretary of Defense Juan Arevalo 
Gordoqui had taken $10 million to 
overlook Caro’s enormous holdings at 
Buffalo Chihuahua. Even the new 
president, Carlos Salinas De Gortari, is 
not immune from such rumor monger- 
ing. Political opponents whisper that 
his father, a former agricultural 
minister, made his fortune in Nuevo 
Leon state’s morta fields. 

Salinas denies this vicious rumor and 
assures U.S. authorities that he con- 
siders the Colombianization of Mexico 
to be a national security threat. ‘“‘The 
risks drugs present for the security of 
Mexico are a fundamental preoccupa- 
tion of this administration,’’ the recently 
inaugurated president told reporters 
after his Nov. 22nd rendezvous with 
George Bush at the Lyndon B. Johnson 
Space Center in Houston. Nonetheless, 
the choice of Alvarez Castillo as the na- 
tion’s leading drug enforcer and the elec- 
tion of Guillermo Cosio as his Jalisco 
successor is said to leave Yanqui narcs 
feeling waves of unease. 

Despite their president’s warnings 
about the dangers of narco-politics, 
many Mexicans are reluctant to take a 
stand in the nation’s U.S.-financed war 
on drugs. Impoverished farmers, 
stripped by the Mexican government of 
subsidies, often turn to drug lords for 
economic rewards. Opposition leftists 
look at how the Reagan-Bushwackers 
have manipulated the drug threat from 
the south and conclude that narcotics 
trafficking is at least anti-gringo. The 
down-at-the-heels masses are im- 
pressed by the wealth and power of 
drug barons who rose from such hum- 
ble beginnings as Caro Quintero’s. 

During his four-month campaign for 
the governorship of Jalisco, Guillermo 
Cosio spent a fortune staging spec- 
taculars — bullfights, circuses, wrestling 
matches, bike races and song festivals, 
even hanging three-story-tall neon 
signs at key Guadalajara intersections — 
in acostly effort to steer voter attention 
away from his relationship with Rafael 
Caro Quintero. The effort might not 
have been worth the expense, thinks 
one Guadalajara reporter: ‘‘Here 
everyone knew about Sara Cosio and 
Caro Quintero. It was the talk of the 
town for three years and it didn’t make 
any difference to the voters. In fact, it 
might have helped.’”

help oes ARE more than 50 million dogs in the United 


States — and, it seems, at least that many rules and 
regulations for their owners to abide by. The crack- 
down can be traced to urbanization: As dogs and people 

compete for space, the trend is for cities to put more 
restrictions on dogs and, sometimes, to limit the number 
or kind of dogs that city dwellers may have. 

Owners who want to keep up with the changes find 
themselves researching a bewildering array of local, state 
and even federal laws. Local ordinances cover barking 
dogs, licenses, leashes, vaccination requirements and other 
subjects. State and federal laws affect travel with animals 
(did you know it’s illegal to have a dog in a motel room in 
North Carolina?) and courts make rules about owners’ 
liability for dog bites. 

And of course, it's not just dog owners who care about 
the laws that regulate dogs. If you live near dogs, or are 
injured by one or rent to a tenant who has a dog, you 
may need to know your legal rights and responsibilities.

LANDLORDS 
AND DOGS 


The conventional wisdom is that dogs 
and apartments don’t mix. But with a 
little cooperation among landlord, ten- 
ant and dog, many dog-owning tenants 
can and do live happily in rental housing. 


Negotiating a Fair Lease 


Even skeptical landlords may allow 
dogs if they’re convinced they’re deal- 
ing with a responsible owner — one 
who produces a brief letter from a 
previous landlord saying what a well- 
mannered pet the tenant has, or offers to 
put down a substantial damage deposit. 

Some other factors may enter into 
the calculation: 

Is the dog spayed or neutered? Many 
problems are caused by female dogs in 


PETS WELCOME 


A few landlords actively encourage 
tenants to own pets. A model is 
Kennen Court Apartments in San 
Jose, California, a two-and-a-half 
acre development that caters to 
families with pets and children. 

There are ten buildings, each with 
four two-bedroom apartments, To 
keep the environment clean and 
quiet, regulations are detailed and 
strictly enforced. Kennels, which 
are attached to each apartment, 
must be cleaned daily. Dogs must be 
kept indoors overnight. Tenants 
must also buy renter’s insurance, at 
about $150 to $180 a year, that pro- 
tects them and the owner against 
liability for damage the pets might 
cause. 

David Raskin, the owner, isn’t a 
pet-owner himself, but believes his 
facilities attract stable, responsible 
tenants. There’s another advantage 
to the dogs-welcome policy, Raskin 
notes: Since it began encouraging 
dogs, Kennen Court Apartments 
hasn’t had a single burglary.

heat, which attract noisy and persistent 
suitors. 
@ How big is the dog? Even the 
nastiest dog of a toy breed isn’t likely to 
cause the problems of a rambunctious 
malamute. 
® How old is the dog? A puppy is an 
unknown quantity, and more likely to 
be destructive, but an adult dog has a 
track record that can be verified. 
Whatever agreement a landlord and 
tenant work out should be put in writ- 
ing. A tenant with a dog should never 
sign a lease that still contains a standard 


“no pets’’ clause, even if the owner or. 


manager says it’s all right to have the 
dog. If the landlord reconsiders, or sells 
the property to a new owner, the dog 
owner could land in the middle of a 
legal battle. 

Here are some sample rental agree- 
ment clauses: 
@ “Tenant may keep one dog, his 
Miniature Schnauzer named Pepper.’’ 
@ ‘Tenant will remove dog droppings 
from the yard daily.’’ 
® ‘Tenant will keep the dog inside be- 
tween 10 pm and 7 am.”’ 
@ ‘Tenant will pay a $300 refundable 


security deposit, in addition to the stan- 
dard security deposit of $500, to cover 
any damage the dog may cause.”’ 

@ “In lieu of an increased security 
deposit, tenant will pay for steam clean- 
ing of the carpets when she moves out.”” 


Enforcing a 
‘No Pets’ Clause 

Generally, a tenant who gets a pet in 
violation of a lease and refuses to give it 
up can be evicted. In some situations, 
however, a no pets clause may not be 
enforceable if a tenant and dog are al- 
ready living in a rental unit and one of 
the following is true: 
@ Thelandlord agreed, no matter what 
the lease says, that the tenant could 
have a dog. 
@ The landlord has known about but 


not objected to a tenant’s dog for a sig- 
nificant period. 

@ The tenant can prove that keeping a 
dog is necessary for security or health 
reasons. Some courts have ruled that 
“rampant crime’’ and unsafe apart- 
ments may give occupants the right to 
protect themselves by keeping a dog. 


Landlord Liability 
for Tenants’ Dogs 

In some circumstances, a landlord 
may be financially responsible for 
damage or injury caused by a tenant’s 
dog. In other words, if the injured per- 
son sues the landlord, the landlord (or 
his insurance company), as well as the 
dog’s owner, may end up paying. 

Just leasing premises to a tenant with 
a dog usually isn’t enough, by itself, to 


LOCAL DOG LAWS 


S NOLO PRESS’S BOOK points out, dog owners have a multitude 

of rights and responsibilities that are often hard to figure out. There 

are restrictions on where dogs can live, how they may travel and 
what they can do in public. Bay Area dog owners can already get 
professional help from an animal psychic, an animal acupressurist and at 
least one animal psychotherapist, so the advent of dog attorneys is probably 
right around the corner. Until then, local dog owners might find the follow- 
ing information useful for keeping abreast of the legalities involved in 
pet ownership. 

For those who are interested in dog law, but feel left out because they 
don’t have a dog, it’s not hard to get one. Lists of dog adoption agencies in 
the Bay Area appeared in the Nov. 9th issue of the Bay Guardian (covering 
San Francisco and San Mateo) and in the Nov. 16th issue (covering the East 
Bay and Marin).

CALIFORNIA 
LAWS

make a landlord legally responsible for 
a tenant’s dog. In general, when a ten- 
ant’s dog injures someone, courts hold 
the landlord liable only if the landlord 
knew the dog was dangerous and could 
have had the dog removed or ‘‘har- 
bored”’ or ‘‘kept’’ the tenant’s dog. 
@ Knowing about and having power to 
remove dog: In practice, this means the 
landlord must know that the dog has 
already threatened or injured someone. 
For example, a landlord who knows 
only that a tenant’s dog is kept chained 
and barks at people who approach 
probably will not be held liable if the 
dog bites someone. But if the dog is 
particularly threatening, that may be 
enough evidence of a vicious tendency. 
@ ‘‘Harboring’’ a tenant’s dog: Some- 
one who ‘“‘keeps”’ or ‘‘harbors’’ a dog 
— that is, cares for or has some control 
over it — can usually be held liable, like 
the dog’s owner, for injury the dog 
causes. So a landlord who does more 
than merely rent to a tenant who has a 
dog — for example, by letting it have 
the run of the property — may be con- 
sidered a ‘‘keeper’’ for purposes of 
liability. 


PROVIDING 
FOR PETS 


Most pet owners want to make sure 
that when they die, their pets will be 
well taken care of. Some people ar- 
range for a friend, neighbor or relative 
to care for a dog if the owner can’t. 
Often, that’s enough, but not always. 
What if, for example, the person 
you’ve asked to provide care can’t af- 
ford to keep the dog, or isn’t available 
when needed? 

Usually, it is better to make more 
formal provisions for your dog’s care. 
Here are a few rules to keep in mind: 
B® You can’t leave money or other 
property to your dog, either through a 
will or a trust. 
® Instead, plan to leave your dog, and 
perhaps some money for expenses, to 
someone you trust to look out for it. 
® Don’t rely on the legal system to en- 
force your wishes about care of your 
pet after you die. Make your own ar- 
rangements with someone you trust. 


Use a Will or Trust 
to Give Your Dog a New Owner 


Legally, your dog is an item of proper- 
ty, and when you die, it will have a new 
owner. Choosing that new owner is the 
most important thing you can do to 
make sure your pet is well taken care of 
after your death. 

You can use either a will or a revoc- 
able living (‘‘inter vivos’’) trust to 
transfer ownership of a dog at your 
death. With a will, you simply include a 
provision like: ‘‘I leave my dog Taffy to 
my friend Lola Marquez.”’ If you use a 
trust, when you die, the new trustee 


transfers ownership of the dog to the 
beneficiaries you named in the trust 
document. 

Whether you choose a will or a trust, 
don’t make the gift of your dog a sur- 
prise. Talk to the people you want to 
take the dog, and make sure they are 
really willing and able to do it. They 
may adore your dog, but if their chil- 
dren are allergic to it or they live in a 
highrise apartment building, they sim- 
ply may not be in a position to take it. 


Leave Money 
to the New Owner 


It’s a big responsibility to take care of 
adog. How about leaving the new owner 
some money toward the cost of caring 
for the dog? Leaving money is parti- 
cularly important if the new owner isn’t 
affluent. But if in doubt, provide the 
money. After all, a dog who arrives 
with a full dinner dish is likely to be more 
welcome than one who’s on the dole. 

You may even want to consider leav- 
ing the dog to one person and money 
for the dog’s care to someone else. If 
the person who will care for your dog 
receives some kind of public assistance 
— Social Security or disability, for ex- 
ample — receiving several thousand 
dollars from you in a lump sum might 
mean the grant would be cut off until 
the money is spent. That, obviously, 
benefits neither your friend nor your dog. 


Make Arrangements 
with a Veterinarian 


You may also want to use your will to 
arrange for the dog’s veterinary care 
for life. You can do this by working out 
an agreement with a vet; you agree to 
leave a certain amount of money to the 
vet, and the vet agrees to provide ser- 
vices for the dog. 

Another approach is to write out a 

life care contract with a vet. You could 
arrange this in at least two ways: 
® Have a vet agree to provide lifetime 
care in exchange fora lump sum. 
@ Pay the vet a certain amount, as a 
credit toward expected services, and 
agree on what is to be done with any ex- 
cess that’s left when the dog dies. 


Why You Can’t Leave Money 
to a Dog — and 
What Happens If You Try 


You can’t leave money or other kinds 

of property to your dog. And it’s not 
just because he can’t see over the bank 
counter to open an account. The law 
says animals are property, and one 
piece of property simply can’t own 
another piece. 
@ Wills. If you do name your dog asa 
beneficiary in your will, whatever prop- 
erty you tried to leave it will go instead 
to the person you named as your 
residuary beneficiary (the person who 
gets everything not left to the 
beneficiaries named in the will). If 
there’s no residuary beneficiary, the 
property will be distributed according 
to state law. The dog will get nothing. 

That rule can lead to results far from 

what the person making the will in- 
tended. Take the case of Thelma Russell, 
who left everything she owned ‘‘to 
Chester H. Quinn and Roxy Russell.” 
Chester was a close friend; Roxy was a 
dog. Russell’s niece challenged the will in 
1968. The California Supreme Court 
agreed that the gift to Roxy was void and 
gave half the estate to the niece. There’s 
no record of what happened to Roxy, but 
we like to think she settled down happily 
for the rest of a long life with Chester, 
blissfully unaware of all the human 
squabbling. 
@ Trusts. With a trust, property is left 
to a beneficiary, but you put someone 
else, called a trustee, in charge of manag- 
ing it and doling it out to the beneficiary. 
The trustee follows your written instruc- 
tions. 

Sounds like just the ticket for making 
sure your dog has enough rawhide chews 
for life, but trusts don’t work for animals. 


The legal problem is the same as with 
wills, because the beneficiary of a trust is 
considered the owner of certain interests 
in the trust property. The basic rule still 
holds: A dog, because it’s property itself, 
can’t own property. With a trust, there is 
the added problem that the beneficiary 
must be able to enforce the trust provi- 
sions — that is, make the trustee fulfill all 
responsibilities. Dogs can’t go to court to 
snitch on a dishonest or inept trustee who 
spends the dog chow money on lottery 
tickets. 

Courts sometimes allow property left 
in trust to be used for the animal’s 
benefit, but don’t force the trustee to 
follow the written terms of the trust. 
From a practical point of view, you wind 
up pretty much where you would have 
been without a trust: dependent on 
someone’s goodwill to care for your 
animals. 


FLYING 
WITH DOGS: 


THE NOT-SO-FRIENDLY SKIES 


When novelist John Steinbeck set off 
to drive through America in 1960, his 
only companion was a big poodle named 
Charley. ‘‘He is a good friend and 
traveling companion, and would rather 
travel about than anything he can im- 
agine,’’ Steinbeck wrote in Travels 
With Charley. 

Today’s travelers, if they want to 
take their dogs with them, are probably 
still best off to imitate Steinbeck and 
take to the highways. Unless your dog 
is small enough to carry on board a 
commercial airplane, it will be treated 
pretty much like other baggage. When 
your luggage goes to Minneapolis while 
you go to Atlanta, you’ll survive the in- 
convenience. But if your dog goes to 
the wrong city, or is forgotten on a lug- 
gage carousel, it may not survive. 


The Problems with Flying 


Problems on commercial flights usual- 
ly occur while the plane is on the 
ground. Here are some of the more 
common ones: 

@ The dog escapes from a cage. A 
dog that gets out of a cage during a 
stopover may be lost or killed. 

& The cage is tipped or crushed. 
Sturdy kennels can help this problem, 
but mishandling — for example, put- 
ting a pet carrier on a regular baggage 
carousel — can toss an animal around. 
@ The plane is delayed on the 
ground. During flight, the cargo area 
in which pets travel is pressurized, and 
the temperature is controlled. But on 
the ground, no fresh air gets in, and the 
temperature can fluctuate dramatically 
in a short time. 

@ The dog gets left off the plane. 
“Animals are shipped in a compartment 
near the door of the plane where bag-

AIRPORT 
‘ANIMAL PORTS’ 


Notable exceptions to the gen- 
erally deplorable conditions for 
animals at airports are the “‘Animal- 
ports’” now operating in a few major 
cities. They take care of animals until 
their owners can get them. 

The Animalport at Kennedy Air- 
port in New York City is operated by 
the American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals. A private 
company runs Animalports in Hous- 
ton and Dallas, and plans to open one 
in Miami soon. It will pick up your 
animal at your door, take it to the 
boarding facilities at the airport and 

‘make sure the dog gets on the right 
flight. — MLR. 
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transportation from your San Francisco 
home to SF International Airport! 
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One transfer per ticket with this coupon. 
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gage is loaded. They may be removed 
during a stopover (so other baggage can 
be unloaded more easily), and in- 
advertently not reloaded. An animal 
left outside at an airport may be subject 
to extreme heat or cold, and may even 
die of heat stroke. 

@ The dog is shipped to the wrong 
place. Because few airports are equipped 
to handle animals well, a dog flown to the 
wrong destination can have a bad or 
even life-threatening experience. 

@ The dog is left unattended in a 
“lost luggage’’ area. Because most 
airlines don’t have special places for 
live animals, animals sometimes end up 
abandoned with misplaced baggage. 


How Dogs Travel on Airlines 


There are three ways to transport a 
dog by commercial airline. (Guide, 
signal and service dogs travel with their 
owners, in the airliner’s cabin.) From 
most to least desirable, the options are: 
@ Carry-on luggage. If your dog is 
tiny enough to be comfortable in a pet 
carrier that fits under an airline seat, 
you can take it on the plane with you. 
This is by far the best way to go. Aside 
from being stuck in a carrier for a while 
(and not being able to stick its head out 
the window), it’s not much different 
for the dog than a car ride. 

Most airlines allow only one animal 
in the cabin per flight, so make ar- 
rangements when you buy your own 
ticket. The usual charge is about $30 or 
$35 for the animal’s one-way fare, 
regardless of destination. 

@ Excess baggage. If you’re travel- 
ing with your dog, the dog can usually 
travel as excess baggage. The dog 
travels on the same plane you do, ina 
cargo compartment that’s pressurized, 
lighted and heated. Fares are about $30 
to $50, no matter what the destination. 

Many airlines require a recent vet- 
erinarian’s certificate, saying that the 
dog is healthy and has had a rabies vac- 
cination, before they accept a dog as ex- 
cess baggage. Notify the airline in ad- 
vance. Each plane will only carry a few 
animals, and certain items — things be- 
ing kept cold with dry ice, for example 
— can’t be put into the compartment 
with animals. 

Once you’re on the flight, make sure, 

by asking a flight attendant or baggage 
handlers themselves, that your dog is 
on the plane every time you take off. Be 
polite, but be persistent. 
& Air freight. If you’re not traveling 
with your dog, or if your dog is too big 
for excess baggage (usually, anything 
over about 100 pounds, counting the 
dog and the carrier together, is too big), 
the only alternative may be air freight. 
It’s a poor option, tor lots of reasons. 

First of all, air freight is tremendous- 
ly expensive. If you think of it as send- 
ing a 100-pound overnight mail letter, 
you’ ll get the idea. For example, ship- 
ping a 100-pound dog from Chicago to 
San Francisco can cost about $400 one 
way. That doesn’t even count the cost 
of the carrier, which for big dogs can be 
close to $100. 

If you’re only using air freight be- 
cause you want to send a dog some- 
where without you, and it could travel 
as excess baggage if you went, too, it 
may be cheaper just to fly along. That 
way, you'll be there to make sure the 
dog gets to its destination safely. 


Airline Liability Limits 

Unless you buy special liability 
coverage for a dog you ship by air, if 
something happens to the dog the air- 
line may pay you only a few hundred 
dollars, no matter what the dog’s value. 
You can get extra liability coverage 
from the airline or from a private in- 
surer. If you’re shipping economically 
valuable dogs, it’s worth your while to 
investigate. a

MID THE proliferation 
of popular books about 
people who love or do 
not love people they 
should or shouldn’t 
love, and how to go about it all, a few 
classics endure. While not around as 
long as Alex Comfort’s Joy of Sex, I 
consider Michael Castleman’s Sexual 
Solutions almost as basic a primer. 

I’m delighted that Castleman and his 
publishers have seen fit to bring out an 
updated version. What’s been added is 
a substantial discussion of AIDS and 
other sexually transmitted diseases, 
and coverage of recent sex research 
such as the G-spot controversy and new 
treatments for erection concerns. 

In a cover letter that accompanied 
the review copy, the author wrote that 
he also ‘“‘generally tinkered with the 
tone to update the late-’70s feel of the 
original to bring it into the late ’80s.’’ 
Uh oh. What I liked most about this 
book originally was the ‘‘we guys sit- 
ting around in a consciousness-raising 
men’s group’’ conversational ap- 
proach, as opposed to the laboratory 
tone of, say, Masters and Johnson or 
the locker room one-upmanship of 
Playboy. 

While the subtitle of Sexual Solu- 
tions is ‘‘For Men and the Women 
Who Love Them,”’’ there is that per- 
vasive sense, at least for this female 
reader, of overhearing a bunch of very 
nice guys leveling with each other about 
what really matters to them. Using sex- 
as-sports metaphors — running the 
bases, scoring, bedroom Olympics — 
Castleman makes his point that good 
sex, which he equates with lovemaking, 
is a team sport with both partners on the 
same team, understanding and comple- 
menting each other’s idiosyncracies. 

So you can see why I’ve always 
thought of this book as the Alan Alda of 
sex ed books — you know, sensitive but 
definitely not wimpy. What if that had 
changed in favor of some ’90s neo- 
machismo? 

Not to worry. Right there in the in- 
troductory chapter it says: ‘Many men 
who once believed that sex was some- 
thing men did to women have been per- 
suaded — sometimes browbeaten — 
into thinking sex is something men 
should do for women. But the man 
who experiences lovemaking as a 
‘‘job”’ whose goal is to “‘deliver’’ an 
earthshattering orgasm (or several) to 
his lover is as likely to develop sex prob- 
lems as the insensitive guy who simply 
wants to get his rocks off.’’ 

Here we have the book’s philosophi- 
cal leitmotif: ‘‘Mutually satisfying 
lovemaking involves . . . building in- 
timate comfort and working out in- 


evitable differences patiently through 
repeated discussions during which both 
lovers reveal their needs, preferences 
and reservations to one another.’’ 

No matter how prosaic the problem 
(coming too soon, using condoms, 
penis size worries, avoiding diseases), 
whatever solutions are proposed or ex- 
plications offered, it’s taken for 
granted that good sex and lovemaking 
are not easily separable, and that sexual 
performance concerns, relationship 
issues, communication skills and 
medical and contraceptive consider- 
ations are all part of the ideal en- 
counter. 

Without polemic, Castleman shows 
why it’s in a man’s own best interest to 
concern himself with what he might 
view as nonessentials. Regarding in- 
troductory caresses: ‘‘Snuggling close 
can be an enjoyable way to begin the 
gradual process of unwinding from 
everyday pressures... . As preoccupa- 
tions from the outside world slip into 
temporary suspension, many men ex- 
perience a decrease in the ‘static’ that 
prevents them from focusing on their 
Own senses.”’ 

I’ve discussed the writing style of 
Sexual Solutions extensively because I 
don’t want:a man among you to miss 
the fact that this is a man’s book, not 
another one of those heterosexual rela- 
tionship products aimed at the female 
book-buying public. It covers most of 
the topics I, as a counselor, know to be 
of concern to men and it addresses those 
concerns clearly, compassionately and 
with evident good common sense.

TRUTH AND 
POLITICS 


ON THE TRAIL OF THE ASSASSINS 
By Jim Garrison. Sheridan Square 
Press, 342 pages, $19.95.

HE ASSASSINATION of 

John Kennedy had a pro- 

found impact on_ this 

country. In many ways, it 

marked the beginning of a 
period of lost innocence, a change in 
the way we view our leaders, our in- 
stitutions and our security. 

It was also, I think, the point at 
which the notion of truth started to lose 
its meaning in the sphere of American 
politics. 

For most of us, truth used to be 
something objective, something you 
could quantify, something you could 
demonstrate in a court of law or on the 
front page of anewspaper. The govern- 
ment didn’t always tell the truth, but 


when someone lied, and you could 
catch them at it, and prove it, and pub- 
licize it, it seemed to make a difference. 

Today, on the national political 
scene, truth seems to have lost most its 
meaning, and certainly most of its 
relevance. Sure, Ronald Reagan was a 
bumbling incompetent who couldn’t 
remember the names of major world 
leaders and believed that trees cause 
pollution. Sure, Oliver North lied to 
Congress, lied to the press and the 
public and violated all kinds of laws. 
Sure, George Bush was neck-deep in 
the Iran-Contra affair. But none of 
that really matters any more. 

You can blame the press for being 
lazy and corrupt, you can blame the ad- 
vent of the 30-second sound bite or you 
can blame the general laziness and dis- 
enfranchisement of the voting public 
(and I blame all three), but there’s more 
to the story than that. 

Which brings me to Jim Garrison’s 
book, On the Trail of the Assassins. 

Garrison, assassination and con- 
spiracy aficionados will no doubt 
remember, was the district attorney of 
New Orleans at the time Kennedy was 
shot in Dallas. He discovered soon 
after the shooting that Lee Harvey 
Oswald had spent the previous summer 
in New Orleans, so he opened a prelim- 
inary inquiry into the case. It became a 
full-blown investigation, culminating 
in a much-celebrated and much- 
denounced trial at which a prominent 
Louisiana businessman named Clay 
Shaw was accused of conspiring with 
anti-Castro Cubans and the CIA to 
assassinate the president. 

Garrison thinks like a trial lawyer 
(he’s now a state appeals court judge), 
and On the Trail of the Assassins is 
packed with facts. It traces Garrison’s 
investigation from the early days (when 
the appalling loose ends of the official 
FBI and Dallas Homicide Squad reports 
began to disturb him) through the Shaw 
trial itself, when every newspaper in the 
country seemed happy to portray 
Garrison as a self-obsessed lunatic using 
a national tragedy to gain publicity and 
advance his political career. 

In between, some remarkable details 
emerge. Oswald’s military records, 
Garrison contends, show that the 
young Marine was a terrible marks- 
man. On the other hand, Oswald was at 
least marginally fluent in Russian — 
and had been tested for his skills in that 
language at El Toro Marine Base short- 
ly before his much-publicized ‘‘defec- 
tion’’ to the Soviet Union. 

Garrison starts with that odd fact, 
and builds a fascinating case for a 
broad conspiracy conceived by CIA 
cold warriors (who feared that 
Kennedy would change the direction of 
U.S.-Soviet relations), executed by 
CIA operatives and Cuban exiles (still 
furious at Kennedy’s refusal to back a 
full-scale military campaign to oust 
Fidel Castro), covered up by the 
Warren Commission and the rest of the 
Washington establishment and ignored 
by the major news media. 

He also describes, in equally fascin- 
ating detail, how the government moved 
to undermine and derail his inquiry, 
and ultimately tried to discredit him 
personally. 

Garrison concludes that the Kennedy 
assassination was a coup d’etat — that, 
faced with a leader they could not 
tolerate, high-ranking operatives of the 
CIA and other government agencies 
along with the military-industrial com- 
plex arranged a murder, forced amajor 
change in foreign policy and covered 
the whole thing up. A lot of other 
Americans (like me) are readily inclined 
to agree. 

There are, unquestionably, a few 
serious problems with Garrison’s case. 
Some of his major leaps of logic are not 
fully supported by the available 
evidence, and some of his investigative 
methods (like using hypnosis and 
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sodium pentothal on a key witness to 


enhance his memory) are, at least by to- - 


day’s standards, highly dubious. 

But Garrison freely admits he 
doesn’t have all the facts, that some of 
his conclusions are just theories. His 
central point is that enough questions 
remain about the assassination to merit 
another full congressional inquiry. 

And there he has another, more 
serious problem. As Garrison himself 
notes at the end of the book, most 
Americans say they don’t believe the 
conclusions of the Warren Commis- 
sion but most also say they believe we’ll 
never know the real truth about the 
Kennedy assassination. 

In other words, the spin doctors of 
1963 have done their jobs well — well 
enough, perhaps, to set astandard fora 
whole generation of professional liars 
and opinion manipulators. The facts of 
this case are just too confusing, too 
weird, too old, too disturbing — so 
they don’t matter any more. 

Garrison has written a book that 
every American should read. Maybe 
he’s right, maybe he’s wrong and 
maybe he’s totally crazy, but he’s got 
enough facts and evidence to make even 
aserious skeptic a bit nervous about who 
is really running the country. 

But I’ll bet any sucker with a dollar 
to lay down that nothing in Garrison’s 
book will convince Congress (or any 
other official agency) to reopen the as- 
sassination case. Truth doesn’t matter 
as much as it once did and that may be 
the strongest reason of all to believe 
that a coup took place in Dallas some 
25 years ago. | 


CAPOTE'’S FALL 


CAPOTE: A BIOGRAPHY By Gerald 
Clarke. Simon & Schuster, 632 pages,

RUMAN Capote’s final 

novel, an uncompleted 

work entitled Answered 

Prayers, was meant to be 

his masterpiece. Its title 
was taken from a quote of disputed 
origin: ‘‘More tears are shed over an- 
swered prayers than unanswered 
prayers.’’ The novel’s theme was of the 
inevitable heartache suffered by those 
who reach their desired pinnacle of suc- 
cess and fortune — a theme Capote had 
seen played out many times by his 
friends. It was also one he was doomed 
to play out himself. 

As with the characters in some of his 
most elegant short stories, Capote was 
all but abandoned by his mother, and he 
spent his early childhood being raised by 
elderly maiden aunts in rural Alabama. 
His mother reclaimed him when she 
remarried, but she was horrified by his 
effeminacy, and shipped him off to 
military school to “‘cure’’ him, telling 
friends she would prefer a dumb jock- 
type son to the ‘‘sissy’’ she had. 

The early abandonment by his 
mother, her later lack of compassion 
and his outcast status at military school 
(and others) were to haunt Capote for 
the rest of his life. They were also to 
drive him, factoring into his writing 
and his renowned social life. 

All this is made clear in Gerald 
Clarke’s extensively researched, tightly 
written biography of the author. 
Clarke conducted ‘‘several hundred”’ 
interviews, had access to much perti- 
nent correspondence and, most valu- 
ably, was a fairly close friend of 
Capote’s for several years. Thus, 
Clarke is well-equipped to offer insight 


into the brilliant rise and sordid fall of 
an astonishingly gifted writer. 

Capote realized his gifts at about age 
18 — both his gift for writing and his 
gift for attracting and gaining the ador- 
ation of people from whom he craved 
affection. When Mademoiselle pub- 
lished his second short story, the haunt- 
ing ‘‘Miriam,’’ a career was launched. 
At the same time, Capote was em- 
ploying his other gift, making impor- 
tant friends left and right. By Clarke’s 
account, Capote knew just about 
everybody. But his most important 
alliances were with women: One-time 
friend Carson McCullers turned into a 
bitter rival, and childhood neighbor 
Harper Leigh used him as the model for 
the strange boy next door in To Kill a 
Mockingbird. 

And then there were the ‘‘swans,”’ 
the beautiful, wealthy women with 
whom Capote traded confidences — 
women like Babe Paley, Oona O’ Neill 
and Lee Radziwill, who he (in part) 
turned to to counterbalance his beauti- 
ful mother’s rejection. These women 
adored Capote and told him every- 
thing, and from their tales he learned 
that answered prayers lead to tears. 

After Capote reached his own lit- 
erary and social peak in 1966 (the year 
that In Cold Blood was published), he 
began a long downhill slide. His in- 
creasing dependence on drugs and alco- 
hol magnified his fear of rejection, and 
he began alienating everyone, ap- 
parently in order to outwit the an- 
ticipated rejection. He showed up 
drunk for readings; he appeared on 
talk shows spouting improbable con- 
spiracy theories. He embarked on a 
series of hideously destructive affairs 
with heterosexual men. 

Finally, and ironically, what was 
meant to be his literary masterstroke 
became Capote’s coup de grace. Al- 
though for years he claimed to be work- 
ing on Answered Prayers, he was in fact 
scared to complete it. To quell critics 
and ease his conscience, he released 
chapters to Esquire. In these chapters, 
via thinly veiled caricatures, Capote 
laid waste to nearly all his friends and 
divulged many of the secrets his swans 
had entrusted him with. After publica- 
tion, Capote was once again an out- 
cast, as insecure and love-starved as 
before — so he drank himself to death. 

Capote’s downward spiral is dealt 
with sympathetically by Clarke, who 
manages to avoid becoming maudlin. 
Despite his friendship with Capote, 
Clarke remains basically objective, 
though a bit chastising. In fact, he 
manages to distance himself from the 
narrative to the extent that the reader 
would have to consult the exhaustive 
source notes to discover that one long 
quoted passage was taken from a con- 
versation between Clarke and Capote. 

Clarke offers a great deal of insight 
into peripheral matters in Capote’s life, 
giving background on major players to 
illustrate how they entered Capote’s 
sphere and what impact he had on 
them, or explaining that the fiction de- 
partments at Mademoiselle and 
Harpers could print something like 
*“‘Miriam” because they were so ig- 
nored by their publishers. 

Unfortunately, Clarke doesn’t offer 
much insight into Capote’s writing. Al- 
though he obviously admires Capote’s 
work, he doesn’t present much 
analysis, and what there is is pretty 
awkward. He doesn’t venture an ex- 
planation of what compelled Capote to 
write. But Clarke does provide in- 
teresting and presumably accurate 
perceptions of Capote’s social interac- 
tions, submitting various theories 
regarding why he did what he did. 

The portrait painted is of a gifted man 
whose social stature was as important to 
him as his literary eminence — in fact, a 
man who saw his literary eminence as a 
way to further his social stature. What 
this is, finally, is an in-depth, compelling 
portrait of a social butterfly, rather than 
astudy ofa writer. |

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DOUBLY DELICIOUS 


Beef Express dishes up both Salvadoran and Japanese cuisine

ATIN OR ASIAN? These 

are the two words most com- 

monly heard when listening 

to a group of two or more 

trying to decide where to eat 
in San Francisco. Beef Express serves 
Japanese and Salvadoran cuisine all in 
one restaurant, and it’s not even 
situated in a suburban mall. 

Rest assured that the food prepared 
at Beef Express is authentic and sensi- 
ble — two distinct cuisines rather than 
a mixture or combination. The menu is 
divided in half, one side listing tempt- 
ing, familiar Japanese favorites and the 
other offering robust Salvadoran 
dishes. 

How did all this happen? To make a 
long story short, owner Victor Con- 
treras came to San Francisco from El 
Salvador 11 years ago. He and his 
brother found work in Japanese res- 
taurants and, nine years later, the two 
had enough restaurant know-how and 
Japanese cooking skills under their 
belts to open their own place. Oscar 
takes care of the Japanese food while 
Victor’s wife, Anna Maria, cooks the 
Salvadoran. 

Beef Express is a clean, well-thought 
out lunch and dinner house. Decora- 
tions are minimal and the atmosphere 
is Asian — sparse, neat and unobtru- 
sive. Service is decidedly cordial and ef- 
ficient. 

Lunchtime at Beef Express is lively. 
Folks wait in a short line, order their 
food and when their number is called 
out, pick up their lunch on a tray. It 
works well for short lunch hours. 

The Japanese side of the menu seems 
to be most popular during the day — 
it’s light, digestible and downright 
cheap. Large chicken ($3.50), an ample 
portion of juicy thigh meat cut into 
thick slices and served with mixed 
vegetables, rice and a subtle sauce, is 


filling without being heavy. 

Combination ($3.50), my personal 
favorite, is a mixture of tender, paper- 
thin slices of beef and chicken and a 
melange of crisp-tender broccoli, cauli- 
flower and carrots served over rice ina 
large bowl. A too-thick cornstarch 
sauce is a bit offensive, but doesn’t 
really interfere with the whole sensa- 
tion or taste. 

The Salvadoran side of the menu of- 
fers carne asada or pan-fried steak with 
tomato sauce, both served with hand- 
made tortillas, rice, beans and a salad 
for $5.75. Pollo asado ($5.25), a grilled 
half-chicken served with sauteed sweet 
onion rings, rice, beans and a small 
salad, is a huge portion. Succulent and 
perfectly cooked, this is a wondrous 
bargain once again. 

The mood at dinnertime changes, as 
does the neighborhood. Bustling and 
loud during business hours, this street 
becomes very quiet and peaceful in the 
evening — parking is a cinch. The res- 
taurant is equally quiet and soothing. 
The dinner menu is double in size, and 
the entrees are more sophisticated, 
challenging and complex. 

The Salvadoran side won out for ap- 
petizers, and we ordered guacamole 
and chips ($2.25) and tostadas ($1.50). 
Salvadoran guacamole is made with lit- 
tle bits of hard-boiled eggs, tomato and 
just a hint of cilantro. The tostadas, 
made from green plaintains sliced thin 
and deep fried, are lightly salted and 
crispy. They are traditionally served 
with pickled vegetables and are most 
definitely irresistible. 

All dinners are served with either 
Salvadoran soup or miso soup. Both 
are light and true to their culinary 
heritage. With much difficulty we 
decided on the combination plate 
($7.50) from the Japanese side and the 
chorizos ($6.50) from the Salvadoran 
side. 

Plantanos fritos sounded exciting, 


and of course it’s hard to go wrong 
with carne asada, but when Victor told 
us the chorizos are made in-house, we 
had no choice but to sample this plate. 
Plump, subtle and completely grease- 
less, these wonderful little sausages 
were heaven. Rice and pureed beans, 
sauteed onions and a light tomato 
sauce completed the plate. Once again, 
warm handmade corn tortillas are serv- 
ed with all the Salvadoran dishes. 

The combination plate included 
fresh, sparkling tuna for the sashimi, as 
well as a choice of chicken or beef 
teriyaki, shrimp and vegetable tempura 
and a small salad. All items on this 
plate were skillfully prepared and 
delicious. Traditional Japanese sweet 
rice is served with the combination 
plate as well as with most of the other 
Japanese dishes. 

Because the restaurant is still waiting 
~for a beer and wine license, diners are 
forced to drink delightful natural 
Salvadoran beverages. Tamarindo 
juice laced with vanilla and a fresh 
pineapple drink were offered the night 
we ate at Beef Express. Both were a 
welcome treat. 

The staff and owners of Beef Ex- 
press have put a lot of time and energy 
into this most special and unusual 
restaurant. If lunch and dinner aren’t 
enough, Victor has plans to open for 
breakfast — and not just any 
breakfast, mind you. Stop by this 
small, humble spot for a quick and in- 
expensive lunch or for a peaceful din- 
ner. Portions are ample and the food is 
outstanding. |

ENOPHOBIA” is the name of the latest Do Not Sit On The Furniture 
event brought to you by Terry Ohm and Ermano diFebo, two guys who throw hip mega-parties based on fashion, 
puns and performance art and actually earn a living doing it. DiFebo keeps busy as part of San Francisco’s other 
“Tevolving nightclub,’’ Glas Haus, known for ‘‘Glas Tango in Paris’’ and other events for hipsters with a sense of 
humor, while Ohm has escaped the nightly drain of managing clubs to start his own business as a producer. 

This month’s Do Not Sit venture brings Christian Farrow and April LaRue up from L.A. where they throw parties 
as “‘The Apartment,”’ another vaguely exclusive, elusive, movable nightclub in the same vein as Glas Haus. As Ohm 
explains it, L.A. ties in with the idea of xenophobia because ‘‘to most people in San Francisco, L.A. is kind of a 
foreign place.”’ 

Why would you name a party you hope will be attended by thousands after a fear of strangers? Ohm explained that 
he didn’t really expect party-goers to take the xenophobia theme too much to heart, but used it as an attention-getter 
to make the party seem “‘more avant-garde and unusual.’ An “‘underground”’ event with a better publicity machine 
than most Democrats, the strategy here is to find an ambiguous name, an eye-catching design and then wall-paper 
San Francisco’s cafes with posters that give all the information in incomplete sentences. 

Although the idea of a movable nightclub with an invitation-only feel isn’t all that new, Do Not Sit tries to appease 
its following’s need for novelty by holding events only once a month, and then only with an outrageous pun as its 
“statement.”’ You don’t catch Do Not Sit calling an event a ‘dance party,’’ although that is ostensibly the gist of it. 
This time Do Not Sit plans to lure in the progressive crowd by having a show of new menswear at the party, inviting 
out-of-town DJs and even getting in some architectural installations here and there. 

Do Not Sit events take place at the Western Furniture Mart, which Ohm describes as a renovated art deco 
building with just the right proportions of glamour and rawness necessary for fashion, fun and theater. With 
one to two 
thousand people 
expected, there’s 
plenty of room for 
the merely curious 
and even the 
under-dressed.

HE SWISS-BORN Rudy 
Burckhardt has been an 
underground filmmaker, 
painter and photographer 
for the past 51 years. 
Though never a popular 
artist, his works have been 
known to the art world for a long 
time. Two years ago, the Museum of 
Modern Art in N.Y.C. celebrated his 
career with a month-long retro- 
spective of his films, many he made in 
collaboration with better-known 
poets, filmmakers, painters and 
dancers. On Sun/5, the SF 
Cinematheque presents its own 
retrospective of Burckhardt’s films, 
including Haiti (1938), Mounting 
Tension (1950, with Larry Rivers and 
John Ashbery), Aviary, Nymphlight 
(1957, with Joseph Cornell), Eastside 
Summer (1959), Caterpillar (1973) 
and Zipper. Burckhardt came to New 
York from Basel in 1935. His first 
films reflect the imagery of the 
streets, buildings and people there, 
causing poet Greg Masters to call him 
“‘a pedestrian god of the sidewalk, a 
celebrator of details we might have 
missed.’’ His work, often a kind of 
film-poetry, moves well between the 
lightly comic and the dark discontent 
of subjects like homelessness. Later, 
he went on to make a series of “‘story 
films’’ spoofing genres like horror, 
anti-drug education and porn. ‘‘For 
the past half-century,’’ says writer 
Phillip Lopate, ‘‘Burckhardt has gone 
his own way, more or less cheerfully 
stoical about his neglect, resisting 
both the compromises of commercial 
movie-making and the solemnities of 
avant-garde cinema.”’ Burckhardt 
appears in person for the screening.

Sigmund's grandson draws 
powerful portraits 


LUCIAN FREUD: WORKS ON 
PAPER. California Palace of the Legion 
of Honor. Through Feb. 19th.

HERE ARE portraits and 
there are portraits. Al- 
though many believe the 
best simply parrot a per- 
son’s appearance with 
photographic accuracy, most artists 
maintain that a true account cannot be 
captured by superficial pictures that 
perfunctorily scratch the surface, then 
stop there. Rather, successful portraits 
strip their subjects of social masks and 
psychological defenses. Essentially, the 
emperor should have no clothes. 

If anyone should feel secure break- 
ing down barriers protecting the 
psyche, surely a scion of Sigmund 
Freud should. Although primarily a 
painter, Lucian Freud’s first American 
exhibit to showcase his startlingly 
haunting works on paper would have 
won praise from his famous grandfath- 
er for their penetrating psychoanalyses. 

Although there are nearly 100 draw- 
ings on display, practically every per- 
son encountered within them appears 
to be afflicted with acute melancholia. 
But as Sigmund would say, this can be 
construed as the artist projecting 
himself into his works. 

This somber note should not surprise 
anyone familiar with the Germanic tra- 
dition to which Freud tenaciously 
clings. Although nominally a British 
artist, Freud’s obsessive fascination 
with painfully intense psychological 
states is the German temperament in- 
carnate, as traced back through pio- 
neer expressionist portraitists like 
Kathe Kollwitz (a suffering Mother and 
Child) and Viennese Expressionism’s 
bad boy, Egon Schiele (‘‘pornograph- 
ic’ self-portraits). And Freud’s equally 
fastidious scrutiny of his subjects’ 


physical presence has its antecedents in 
German Renaissance artists like 
Albrecht Durer and Hans Holbein. 

Because Freud rarely found profes- 
sional models pleasing, he constructed 
intimate case histories of his family and 
friends. In one instance, a casual ac- 
quaintance was responsible for a fabu- 
lous drawing. Although Freud’s 1941 
drawing Able Seaman examines a fel- 
low sailor from the Merchant Navy, it 
remains more reminiscent of George 
Grosz’s delightfully decadent drawings 
lampooning bourgeois Berliners. 
While the wavering line is that by a bril- 
liant draftsman, colored shadows crawl 
slowly across the sailor’s face, pro- 
ducing a psychological resonance of 
remarkable menace. 

Most often, however, individuals are 
isolated within stark blank spaces that 
make their pale figures appear like ap- 
paritions floating in front of you. Rare- 
ly does Freud present a person’s whole 
physiognomy, but more often concen- 
trates on one feature. /// in Paris, for 
example, focuses on his wife’s head as 
she lay sick in bed. A blanket conven- 
iently bundles her up from the neck 
down so that only her profile and right 
eye are under scrutiny. 

Like a German Expressionist film- 
maker, Freud often ‘‘shoots’’ his sub- 
jects in tight close-ups taken at skewed 
angles. Indeed, these excruciatingly tilt- 
ed vantage points can occasionally cause 
a sensation verging on vertigo. Yet this 
quality of queezy instability actually 
provides a powerful counterpoint to 
Freud’s disturbingly frail sitters. 

Despite their overwhelming mood of 
malaise, Freud’s works on paper are 
powerful documents passionately 
drawn. Because they often border on 
becoming confrontations between art- 
ist, subject and spectator, they produce 
a potent afterimage that lingers with 
you long after leaving the Legion of 
Honor. ||

N WE Think the World of You, 
set in the early 1950s and based on 
a semi-autobiographical novel by 
Joseph R. Ackerley, Alan Bates 
plays Frank, the kind of lonely, 
aging queen mothers used to worry 
about their little boys growing up to be 
before there were alternative homosex- 
ual role models. He’s hopelessly in love 
with Johnny (Gary Oldman), who’s serv- 
ing year in prison for housebreaking. 

It’s left to our imagination in Colin 
Gregg’s PG-rated film whether Frank 
and Johnny are lovers, whether their 
friendship has ever been more physical 
than the occasional manly embrace. 
Johnny’s wife, ‘that cow Megan” 
(Francis Barber), has put a stop to their 
relationship, whatever it was, out of 
jealousy. ‘‘Now they’re married, she’s 
taken over his very soul,’’ Frank 
laments. 

Johnny’s a manipulator of people — 
the title is his favorite phrase for getting 
his way and takes on increasingly neg- 
ative connotations as it recurs. through- 
out the film. We know he’s gotten 
money out of Frank, a middle-class 
civil servant, but we don’t know what 
he gave in return. We never doubt what 
Frank wants, but it would be nice to 
know what he’s willing to settle for. 

We also meet Millie (Liz Smith), 
Johnny’s mother who was Frank’s 
charwoman before her second husband 
(Max Wall) moved her to another part 
of London. She’s keeping Johnny’s 
son Dickie, who disproves the idea that 
all babies are cute, and Evie (Betsy), 
Johnny’s Alsatian (German shepherd) 
“‘puppy,’’ who’s a bit smaller than a 
horse but still growing. 

Frank eventually transfers his affec- 
tion from Johnny to Evie and begins a 
vittual custody fight for her. His efforts 
are frustrated by all the people who 
“think the world of’’ him but will do 


nothing to help him, and by Evie 
herself when he gets her for a visit. 

Alan Bates is able to say more with a 
wry smile or an impatient snarl than 
some actors can with pages of dialogue. 
Gary Oldman has only a few scenes, 
and manages to evoke occasional sym- 
pathy for his character, even though we 
know at all times that he’d trade his 
best friend for a pack of cigarettes. Liz 
Smith is smashing as his mother, in 
whom we see many of the traits her son 
has refined and perfected. 

The low budget shows through in 
careless bits of editing and the lack of 
period music, but for the most part the 
film is adequately rendered to tell its 
story. The London neighborhoods 
have a timeless quality. They look just 
as they did when I was there last spring, 
but they haven’t changed since the ’5S0s 
— the /850s in some cases. 

We Think the World of You is a 
quietly charming, very British comedy. 
It’s not for every taste, but I thought 
the world of it. 


new films deal with race relations 
between Southern Californians 
and Asian immigrants. 

Kinjite: Forbidden Subjects has a 
promising plot, somewhat like Paul 
Schrader’s Hardcore with an interna- 
tional twist; but it cheapens it in almost 
every way imaginable. 

The biggest problem is Charles 
Bronson, who was once a decent actor 
but has turned into a parody of his 
former self without the saving grace of 
humor, as John Wayne applied to his 
old image in True Grit. He plays a Los 
Angeles police lieutenant so obsessed 
with his 15-year-old daughter Rita 
(Amy Hathaway) he can’t bear the 
thought of any man touching any 
teenage girl. He’s fanatical about 
cracking a teen prostitution ring head- 
ed by ‘‘that sleazebag Duke’’ (Juan 
Fernandez), who Bronson also refers to 
as a “‘shitbag,”’ ‘‘pisshead”’ and ‘‘bag 
of shit’’; but in case you don’t get the 
message that he doesn’t like the man, 
he makes Duke swallow a $25,000 
watch while setting his $20,000 Cadillac 
on fire. And Bronson’s the good guy. 

Kinjiteis color-coded. The police are 
white (Bronson), light Hispanic (Perry 


S PEAKING OF the world, two 


Lopez, Gerald Castillo) and Asian 
(Michael Chong), the victims white and 
Asian and the villains black (Sy 
Richardson) and dark Hispanic (Fer- 
nandez). Not that the movie’s in any 
way racist — I’m sure it was just a coin- 
cidence in casting, a well-meaning at- 
tempt to employ more minority actors. 

Scenes in Tokyo introduce us to 
Hiroshi Hada (James Pax) in a West- 
ernization class that prepares Japanese 
businessmen to work in the U.S. Hada 
has a wife and a 14-year-old daughter, 
Fumiko, but comes home late every 
night after getting too drunk to have 
sex with the young women he runs 
around with. One day on a subway he 
sees a woman molested by a strange 
man who manipulates her to orgasm 
while she does nothing to stop him. 
Hada tells an associate, who explains, 
‘“‘Better humiliation than the shame of 
letting others know she has been 
touched. That’s the Japanese way.” 
(Wait until they show this on Tokyo- 
bound flights!) 

Months later, now living in L.A., Hada 
tries the same stunt on Bronson’s 
daughter Rita, with quite different 
results. Soon afterward his own daughter 
is kidnapped by Duke, raped, drugged 
and forced into prostitution. She says she 
wants to go home, but never uses a phone 
when she’s out on assignment. 

The captain, knowing the case 
‘<could have diplomatic implications,”’ 
puts his least diplomatic officer on it. 
“Could you replace me,’’ Bronson 
asks, ‘‘with someone more sympathetic 
to the Asian community?’’ He’s aware 
the incident with Rita brought out his 
own latent racism. But he finally 
follows Duke to his headquarters, 
which he seemingly could have done at 
any time, to rescue Fumiko. When 
Hada meets Rita face-to-face, the girl 
proves to be the only mature person in 
the movie. She knows the man has been 
punished through what happened to 
his own daughter, and doesn’t expose 
him to her father’s predictable overre- 
action. With better direction and acting 
it could have been a good scene. 

With better direction and acting 
Kinjite could have been a good movie. 
It’s hard to believe J. Lee Thompson, 
who directed The Guns of Navarone 
and other fine films, has sunk to grind- 
ing out crap like this, his ninth Bronson 
opus. There are moments I’d call ama- 
teurish if I wanted to risk offending 
amateur filmmakers I know. 

“Don’t make me out to be insensi- 
tive,’’ Bronson says at one point. If he 
knows a better word for Kinjite — in 
English or Japanese — I'll be glad to 
substitute it. 


LEAMING THE Cube has 
( more sensitivity — and profes- 

sional polish — but disinte- 
grates at midpoint into a standard 
teenage thriller, a latter-day Hardy 
Boys adventure. 

The star is Christian Slater, who 

seems to have taken on the aspects of 

“Matt Dillon’s personality that Matt’s 
younger brother Kevin rejected. Slater 
plays Brian Kelly, who’s more into 
skateboarding than studying. The title 
is slang for reaching the ultimate, 
somewhere between personal best and 
nirvana. 

When his Vietnamese adopted 
brother Vinh (Art Chudabala) dies, 
Brian is the only one who doesn’t 
believe it was suicide. Detective Steven 
Bauer is halfway sympathetic because, 
he says, he too used to be a ‘‘screw- 
up”’ like Brian. His lips don’t say 
“‘screw-up,’’ but the dialogue has been 
redubbed for a PG-13 rating. 

It all comes down to some vague plot 
to run guns to Vietnam in the guise of 
medical supplies. The politics are never 
explained, but the scheme involves an 
ugly American (Richard Herd) and a 
relatively well-meaning Vietnamese (Le 
Tuan) who was Vinh’s employer and 
the father of his girlfriend, Tina (Min

SMOOTH BLUES 


Robert Cray delivers a smoldering show 


THE ROBERT CRAY BAND AND 
JOHN HIATT & THE GONERS. At 
the Warfield, SF. Monday, Jan. 23rd.

HE ONLY hitch in The 

Robert Cray Band’s smooth 

stroll to stardom has been 

marketing. Playing the first 

of two sold-out nights at 
the Warfield, Cray and his group were 
introduced as “‘the premier rhythm and 
blues band of the universe.’’ More than 
once, Cray has been honored at the 
W.C. Handy Awards as ‘‘Best Con- 
temporary Male Blues Artist.’’ His 
latest album, Don’t Be Afraid of the 
Dark, was shipped with a cover sticker 
reading ‘‘Place in pop/rock section.” 
But all of these name games mean no- 
thing when it gets down to music, and 
once again Cray delivered a show 
smoldering with splendid ensemble 
work, gripping guitar licks and soulful 
singing. 

The Super Bowl afterglow that lin- 
gered on Market Street Monday night a 
week ago seemed to fuel a rowdy party 
atmosphere inside the Warfield and 
nearly sabotaged a fine opening set by 
veteran singer-songwriter John Hiatt 
and his band, The Goners. Cray, 
however, made the party his own and 
held the attention of nearly all 2,100 
fans, relying only on his keenly honed 
musical prowess. 

Just over five years ago, East Bay- 
based HighTone Records released Bad 
Influence, the first album to bring 
widespread attention to Robert Cray. 
In his liner notes, Lee Hildebrand 
described Cray, then 30, as ‘“‘part of a 
new generation of blues musicians and 
certainly one of the few young black 
men leading a blues band.’’ Based in 
the Northwest, Cray was a virtual Bay 
Area regular, performing frequently in 
the basement Rathskellar at Larry 
Blake’s in Berkeley. 

The circumstances of Cray’s career 
have since changed drastically. Poly- 
gram/Mercury struck a deal with 





HighTone and released Strong Per- 
suader in 1986. That platinum album 
and the current Don’t Be Afraid of the 
Dark (both produced by the HighTone 
team of Bruce Bromberg and Dennis 
Walker) have made Cray one of the 
best-selling ‘‘blues”’ artists of all time. 
The band has toured the world, opened 
coliseum-scale dates for Eric Clapton, 
Tina Turner and Huey Lewis & The 
News, and is treated as pop royalty as 
far away as Australia and New 
Zealand. 

That makes it even more surprising 
— and mostly pleasing — how little 
The Robert Cray Band has changed 
musically. It just plays on bigger stages 
with better sound and more sophisti- 
cated lighting systems, and can afford 
to carry The Memphis Horns — trum- 
peter Wayne Jackson and saxophonist 
Andrew Love — to augment the basic 
lineup of bassist Richard Cousins, 
drummer David Olson, keyboardist 
Peter Boe and second guitarist Tim 
Kaihatsu. Virtually everything else, 
from Cray’s understated stage per- 
sonality to his signature blues-soul 
hybrid, remains the same. 

While Cray never strays very far 
from his blues foundations, only a cou- 
ple of numbers in his 18-song, nearly 
two-hour show — which ended with a 
final encore of the hit single, ‘“Smoking 
Gun’’ — fit the snarling Chicago sound 
that most people think of as contem- 
porary blues. And where many blues 
lyrics express an individual’s 
plight in terms that make it universal, 
Cray doesn’t try to sing about down- 
and-out living conditions shared by a 
blues-ridden underclass but keeps his 
tales within the narrow boundaries of a 
very individualized, romantic prota- 
gonist. His lyrics are preoccupied with 
sexual exploits, cheating, suspicion, 
jealousy and self-doubt. When he sings 
“I Guess I Showed Her’’ (the show’s 
opener), ‘More Than I Can Stand,” 
“Foul Play’’ or ‘‘Playin’ in the Dirt,” 
he isn’t trying to depict common ex- 
periences so much as fleshing out a 
single musical character. 





The most important element is 
Cray’s intensely expressive voice. It is 
far removed from classic blues shout- 
ing and much closer to the Southern 
soul crooning of Al Green. The vocal 
connection to the Memphis sound is 
accentuated by the sleek, space- 
conscious arrangements, the well-oiled 
rhythm section and the punchy horns. 
This was especially evident in concert 
on ‘‘Night Patrol’’ and “‘I Can’t Go 
Home.” Yet Cray consistently brings it 
all back to the blues with his distinctive- 
ly stinging guitar solos. 

The only problem is that over the 
course of two hours, Cray can sound 
too smooth, too silky, with everything 
blending so seamlessly that you hanker 
for a few moments of tear-it-up aban- 
don. Cray’s vocals can carry most of 
the medium-to-slow tempo tunes, such 
as ‘‘The Last Time (I Get Burned Like 
This)’? and “I Can’t Go Home,” 
which dominate the show. And the 
varied dynamics and textures added by 
the Memphis horns help immensely. 
The arrangement of ‘‘Don’t Be Afraid 
of the Dark’’ was especially impressive. 
But guitarist Kaihatsu, standing im- 
passively to the side or propping 
himself on a stool, could be used more 
often to pump up the energy. His two 
major solos, on a mid-set instrumental 
shuffle and ‘‘Playin’ in the Dirt,’”’ were 
welcome stabs of excitement. But harp- 
ing about Cray and his band being too 
consistent is a little like complaining 
that Joe Montana and Jerry Rice con- 
nect too perfectly, too often. 


his 55-minute opening set were 

connecting with the party-oriented 
crowd in the remodeled Warfield’s 
club-like downstairs area and over- 
coming a sound system imperfectly at- 
tuned to his vocals. (Hiatt also opened 
for Cray at the Warfield in 1987 and 
came back twice in ’88 — both solo and 
with his band at the Great American 
Music Hall.) Even limited to 11 songs, 
mostly from his ‘‘come-back’”’ Bring 
the Family and Slow Turning albums, 
Hiatt was terrific. His current 
songwriting taps his recovery from 
alcohol abuse, his rediscovery of emo- 
tional strengths and his reconciliation 
of adulthood with rock’n’roll and is as 
strong as anything from his long 
career. And Hiatt’s sometimes strained 
vocals have a new conviction, especial- 
ly on the confessional ballads. 

The Goners, now featuring Ashley 
Cleveland on backup vocals, has a 
tight-but-raucous Rolling Stones bar- 
band appeal, romping through ‘‘Ride 
Along,”’ ‘‘Memphis in the Meantime’”’ 
and ‘‘Thing Called Love,”’ with wildly 
creative guitarist Sonny Landreth 
sharpening the bite that Hiatt writes in- 
to his music. It’s been a ‘‘Slow Turn- 
ing’’ but the time has come for John 
Hiatt to be a major star. a

The W. of Babylon is neither 
new nor unusual 


THE W. OF BABYLON By Charles 
Wuorinen, conducted by Charles 
Wuorinen, Herbst Theater, SF. Friday, 
Jan. 20th.

HARLES Wuorinen’s 

The W. of Babylon, which 

received its world premiere 

in the New and Unusual 

Music Series, is neither 
new nor especially unusual, at least 
musically, It’s not very pleasant to listen 
to, although it’s not without its witty 
moments, and the libretto by R.C. Bruce 
is often delightfully absurd. 

Wuorinen, who is heading into his 
final stretch as San Francisco Sym- 
phony’s composer-in-residence, is 
frankly lacking when it comes to writing 
operas. He is a prolific composer, but 
has written very little for the stage. The 
standard devices of operatic technique 
are there (at least in the use of musical 
signatures for specific singers), but they 
are difficult to appreciate. 

The work, written in 1975, has pre- 
dictable elements of Shostakovich and 
Stravinsky. At moments, in some of 
the duets, a Pucellian motif dominates, 
then neatly transmutes into the atonal 
stew that defines the opera’s character. 

Described as ‘‘A Baroque Burlesque 
In Two Acts,”’ The W. of Babylon tells 
of Eleanor de Monguilhem, Marquise 
de Babylon, and her sexual machin- 
ations. Taking place in a small chateau 
in Southern France around 1685, the 
opera is in fact unstaged, so listeners 
must imagine all the action described in 
the libretto. 

The Marquise, sung by Miriam 
Abramowitsch, introduces the other 
characters after delivering a frankly 
worded screed about her sexual ap- 
petite and capabilities: 

“Great, Ever-rising, Ruling 

Phallus, Hail! 

I salute Thee, as thy Godhead 

has so oft saluted me!”’ 

The Baron Jean Delage Du Bois and 
the Princess Wu Tse Tien (sung by 
John Duykers and Judy Hubbell, res- 
pectively) fall for each other in view of 
the Marquise, who is soft on the Baron 
herself, and she vows revenge. Count 
Roberto Antonio Donnello, portrayed 
by tenor Thomas Manguem, is hopeless- 
ly in love with the Princess, but she is not 





interested. After hearing his claims, it 
is easy to understand why: 
«* |. . My humongous lust, my 
monstrous machine 
and matchless mastery 
Of all techniques and uses of 
lascivity 
Have let me lead ten 
thousand... 
ten thousand! furry creatures 
of Italy 

And France to water by 

means of the potency 

Of my divining rod.”’ 

Eventually, the rejected Count and 
Marquise opt to set up each of the 
young lovers with new partners to con- 
fuse them. Claudine and Agamemna, 
servants of the Marquise, are used for 
the job. After a series of identity 
switches, the deed is done, and the con- 
fused youngsters capitulate and decide 
to marry the elders, wanting them as 
parents as well as lovers. By now, the 
Count and Marquise realize they’re no 
longer interested, but can’t back out of 
it. The Spirit of Moral Sensibility in- 
tervenes and sets everyone straight. 

So there you have it. An opera 
neither more nor less convoluted and 
unpredictable than most others. And, 
though couched in more contem- 
porary language, it expresses many of 
the same themes you can find in Le 
Nozze di Figaro. 

In this production, the individual 
voices stand out more memorably than 
the production itself, with Abramo- 
witsch leading. She is convincingly 
shrill, and does the best job of acting 
within the limits of the unstaged pro- 
duction. Her voice is steely and her dic- 
tion clear. 

Manguem is good as the Count. He 
conveys the expected smugness, and he 
is vocally sure. Randall Wong as 
Agamemna is delightful with his smooth 
transition from “‘normal’’ voice to 
countertenor. 

Hubbell as the Princess manages well. 
Her vocal prowess is undeniable, al- 
though she makes little attempt to act 
her part. Likewise, Duykers as the 
Baron makes little impression as a char- 
acter, though he sings excellently. 

As conductor, Wuorinen gets his 
point across. He brings out the lush 
variety of the score, and since it is his 
work, he does so with authority and 
concision. Ee

CAN HAPPEN 


Joe Goode's impressive ‘Disaster’ 


THE DISASTER SERIES. By Joe 
Goode Performance Group. Intersec- 
tion for the Arts, SF. Wednesday, 
Jan. 25th.

OE GOODE’S people are a 
mess. And they seem to be stuck 
in it. In his latest work, ‘‘The 
Disaster Series,’’ Goode and his 
collaborator, sculptor James 
Morris, previewed five mini- 
dance dramas that can be performed 
simultaneously, in sequence or in parts. 
It’s a modular form that is practical for 
touring and also allows Goode to ap- 
proach a theme from many points of view 
without being tied to a narrative line. 

A standing-room-only group of 
dance lovers got a first look at this 
work-in-progress (it will eventually in- 
corporate ten segments) at Intersection 
for the Arts from Jan. 25th to the 28th. 
The entire piece will be performed at 
Theater Artaud in June, and I recom- 
mend getting tickets early — it prom- 
ises to be an important step forward for 
this most gifted artist. 

Set off against the destructive forces 
of the four elements — air (hurricane), 
water (flood), earth (landslide, dust- 
bowl) and fire (forest burns) — 
Goode’s people are walking disasters of 
failed relationships and stunted per- 
sonalities. What holds these disparate 
characters and states of being together 
is Goode’s vision, which is at once 
clinically detailed and passionate and 
bemused. He sees his wrecks as neither 
victims nor perpetrators but, without 
trying to sound overly serious, caught 
in a kind of existential hell made up of 
prescriptive behavior and being. 

In the first of the five segments, 
Goode, standing over a diorama of a 
little house on a hill, gradually creates a 
flood from a hand-held watering can 
and evokes an emotionally starved 
family whose members are born with 
such ‘inappropriate feelings’’ that it 
hurts them to make eye contact. A 
Doris Day-Rock Hudson (Liz Burritt 
and Joe Goode) idyll of a life together 
in the suburbs is evoked next, as the 
kind of superficial form of life that’s 
doomed from the beginning because of 
its fake premise. Given recent revela- 
tions about Rock Hudson, the whole 
mirage seems doubly ironic, even 
though it did not warrant the snickers 
that some members of the audience felt 
obliged to indulge in. 

In a third segment, a love relation- 
ship between two people is disinte- 
grating before our eyes to the accom- 
paniment of dissecting commentary by 
two gossipy sideline observers. Liz 
Carpenter and Peter Rothblatt are the 
struggling couple who lunge at each 
other to stave off the inevitable disas- 
ter, at times looking like flies squashed 
against a wall or spreadeagled by some 
inevitable force. In the penultimate 
scene, we see Suellen Einarsen as a 
“‘nervous’’ soul, finally driven out of 
her inarticulation in a hurricane of feel- 
ings, only to be pushed back into the 
corner of isolation. To round off the 
hour-long program, the whole ensem- 
ble, dressed in black dresses, veiled hats 
and white gloves, explodes the shackles 





of conformity to ‘‘start splashing 
around,’’ in strong and supportive 
relationships in a paean to creative 
change. Love may hit Goode’s people 
like a ton of bricks, but there still is love 
among the ruins. 

What makes Goode’s work so fas- 
cinating is the way he forges movement 
and language into a single tool of ex- 
pression. He loves lists and enumera- 
tions, such as the catalog of Doris Day

and Rock Hudson movies, or the var- 
iety of life choices in the last scene, or 
the details of a kid’s afternoon spent 
under a table. It almost seems that the 
sheer accumulation of facts gives them 
a reality of their own. To these precise 
images he fuses movement that imbues 
the characters and situations with an 
emotional depth and richness only pos- 
sible through the abstraction of dance. 
The emptiness and inarticulate stupor 
of that stunted family in the first disas- 
ter, for instance, is summed up and 
totally synthesized in a short solo at the 
end of the scene when Goode awk- 
wardly and somnolently moves toward 
some unseen force, pulling his body 
along, his mouth agape, his face a ques- 
tion mark. 

The lighting by Jack Carpenter was 
excellent, particularly in the hurricane 
scene in which a band of lights created a 
cage or prison, at once oppressive and 
protective. It remains to be seen how this 
particular version of The Disaster Series 
translates from the intimacy of Intersec- 
tion to the much larger space at Theatre 
Artaud. But Theatre Artaud better 
make sure that its roof is sound and its 
building earthquake-proof — anything 
can happen with Goode’s Disasters. @

AATC's new theater is a success — but its first production isn't

directed by Lane Nishikawa and Simon 
Levy at Asian American Theatre Com- 
pany, SF. Through March 5th.

N 1983 the Asian American 
Theatre Company lost its store- 
front playhouse in the Richmond 
District. The group had pre- 
sented plays by Frank Chin, Phil- 
ip Gotanda, Wakakao Yamauchi, 
David Hwang and other important 
writers there for several years without 
incident. But one night, just before a 
performance of Hwang’s F.O.B., a ci- 
ty fire marshall suddenly deemed the 
place unfit for public assembly. 
Slapped with extensive code violations, 
the troupe decided to close up shop. 

More than five years later, after 
sporadic productions at venues around 
the city and an artistic regrouping, 
AATC is finally installed in a perma- 
nent new home. The 136-seat play- 
house, funded by city and private 
money, is located on the second floor 
of an Art Deco building on the corner 
of Arguello and Clement Streets. The 
space still feels a little raw, what with 
the metal folding chairs, the unpainted 
stretches of sheet rock in the lobby and 
the lack of heating for fog-chilled 
nights. But even in the rough, the place 
symbolizes AATC’s remarkable en- 
durance. 

Founded in 1973 in concert with the 
Asian pride movement, AATC was 
one of the first theaters in the country 
to showcase the talents and visions of 
Asian American actors, directors and 
playwrights. More opportunities exist 
now on Broadway (David Henry 
Hwang’s Tony-winning M. Butterfly), 
in films (Philip Gotanda’s The Wash) 
and on television (John Lone in The 
Last Emperor, Dennis Dun in Mid- 





night Caller). But AATC survives in 
part because some of its most suc- 
cessful alumni remain loyal to and in- 
volved in the company. 

If AATC’s new facility is a major 
achievement, its inaugural production 
is not. R.A. Shiomi’s Rosie’s Cafe 
takes place in Vancouver, Canada’s

Japantown in 1951. As in two earlier 
Shiomi plays ( Yellow Fever and Once is 
Not Enough, co-scripted by Lane 
Nishikawa), the genre is mock- 
suspense mystery and the hero is a 
hard-boiled private eye, Sam Shikaze. 

Rosie’s Cafe aims to show us why 
Shikaze (played by William Ham- 
mond) traded in his policeman’s badge 
for a gumshoe’s license and a trench 
coat. The catalyst is Rosie (Sharon 
Omi), a sweet, naive woman just 
released from the internment camps 
where Japanese-Canadians were im- 
prisoned in World War II. With help 
from brotherly Sam and other pals, 
Rosie re-opens her family’s boarded- 
up cafe. She also falls for the enigmatic 
drifter, Michio (Lane Nishikawa), the 


prime suspect in a series of local rob- 
beries. 

Though basically a whodunit, the 
play flirts with a number of concerns 
Shiomi has dealt with previously: post- 
war racism in Canada, class tensions 
within the Nisei community (Sam’s 
snooty girlfriend just wants him to 
assimilate and get rich), the difficulties 
of resettlement after the camps. But the 
story is so hackneyed you can figure 
out the killer before the end of Act I, 
and the dialogue is stuffed with cliched 
exchanges masquerading as Chandler- 
esque repartee. The mixed metaphors 
get excruciating: Sam’s inscrutable last 
line says Japanese-Canadians are like 
salmon, because ‘‘we always come 
back.”’ 

Yellow Fever displayed much more 
verbal agility, and a plot with a few gen- 
uine hairpin twists. Here, under the 
co-direction of Simon Levy and Lane 
Nishikawa, the actors just seem to be 
stiffing it out — with the exception of 
Omi’s glowing, open-faced Rosie and 
Nishikawa’s explosive Michio. The 
muddy lighting scheme and skimpy set 
can be written off as make-do ar- 
rangements in a not-quite-completed 
facility. But the script suggests Shiomi 
has run out of satirical and political gas 
for the Shikaze series and should move 
on to other subjects and characters. 
For this gumshoe, three capers are prob- 
ably more than enough. 

It’s not unusual that a theater’s first 
show in a new space isn’t among its best 
— energy and attention are often 
focused elsewhere. After Rosie’s run, 
AATC will continue its season with 
Lane Nishikawa’s I’r: on a Mission 
from Buddha, Jeannie Barroga’s 
drama about Vietnam vets, Walls, the 
world premiere of Milton Murayama’s 
All I Asking For is My Body, and the 
Bay Area debut of David Henry 
Hwang’s Rich Relations. |
